Kenwood’s problem was a familiar one — they were expanding

Unfortunately, only half the plot adjoining their factory was available for 
them to expand into — the other half being occupied by two 

Victorian cottages that still had several years to run on the lease. 


Kenwood couldn’t afford to wait. They commissioned their architects 
to design an extension that would be integral, yet could 
be built in two halves — one straight away, the other later. 


The architects saw a clear case for Wallspan curtain walling.

This has led to the inclusion of a number of 
buildings which could scarcely have claimed a place in 
the Inventory on purely aesthetic or architectural grounds.

This severely objective, de 
Maupassant-like, attitude the Commission faithfully 
observes, although, occasionally, in describing works of 
some outstanding merit, a subdued element of enthusiasm 
is discernible between the lines of the official prose.

This large greenhouse was constructed by 
Messrs. C. Zwetsloot & Sons with their 
Nursery labour. The structural framework 
is iron tubing with welded joints and 
conveys hot water from a stand pipe with 
flexible coupling. When the plants have 
finished flowering, the whole of the 
greenhouse is moved forward to ground 
previously planted. It is transported over 
pulley wheels fixed in line on dwarf 
concrete piers, the heat being uncoupled 
and re-connected to a stand pipe in the 
new position. 


When additional greenhouses called for a 
larger Boiler House with an elevator pit, 
this too was constructed with Nursery 
labour. The depth of the pit is 16’ 6” from 
ground level and, upon excavating, subsoil 
water was found at a depth of 7 ft. and 
water bearing sand at 13’ 6”.

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Survey of Cambridge 


“A SURVEY AND INVENTORY OF THE CITY OF CAMBRIDGE ’* is 
the most ambitious work of its kind yet undertaken by 
the Royal Commission on Historical Monuments. The 
terms of reference of the Commission were enlarged by 
the Royal Warrant of 1946. The range of works to be 
included, formerly confined to that dating from before 
1714, is now extended to the year 1850. This change has 
greatly increased the number not only of important build- 
ings to be recorded but, even more markedly, of fittings 
and interior details. To make the presentation of so large 
a quantity of itemised material in the Inventory easier 
to read the Commissioners have adopted the system of 
preceding each major building with a short introduction 
set in large type. This gives the outline of its building 
history. The detailed description and listing of fittings and 
furniture then follow in smaller type. In exceptional 
cases, as with King’s College Chapel, there is also a short 
general introduction to the fittings themselves. 

The Royal Warrants have always defined the task of 
the Commission as recording ‘ Monuments and Construc- 
tions connected with or illustrative of the contemporary 
culture, civilisation and conditions of life of the people of 


England.’ This has led to the inclusion of a number of 
buildings which could scarcely have claimed a place in 
the Inventory on purely aesthetic or architectural grounds. 
The business of the Commission is, in fact, to record and 
not to criticise or extol. This severely objective, de 
Maupassant-like, attitude the Commission faithfully 
observes, although, occasionally, in describing works of 
some outstanding merit, a subdued element of enthusiasm 
is discernible between the lines of the official prose. 
This is not the kind of book that one sits down to read 
from cover to cover. It is, and by its nature must neces- 
sarily be, a work of reference, but the several prefaces, 
which form the induction to the work, are concerned with 
general information. From an early chapter we learn that 
the City of Cambridge has grown to its present size and 
dignity on a site which has many advantages for settle- 
ment. At the most southerly limit of the Fenlands, yet 
the nearest to the sea where a slow-moving river could 
be easily crossed by ford or ferry, where an outcrop of 
hard ground is combined with a narrowness of the alluvial 
flat through which the river winds, the site, for reasons 
well understood by geographers, was a potential nodal

point for east and west land-traffic and a natural terminal 
of water-traffic on the Cam and Ouse. Survivals from the 
Stone, Bronze and Iron Ages, the remains of Roman occu- 
pation, the evidence of the subsequent British settlement, 
and the steady growth of the medieval town, all testify 
to the importance of the place in East Anglian economy. 

To the general reader probably the most interesting part 
of the introductory essays will be that which deals with the 
development of the University and the various constituent 
Colleges as they are known today. With this in view a brief 
definition of University, hostel, hall and college must be 
attempted if the different University buildings described 
in this Inventory are to be properly understood. The 
medieval University consisted of a corporation of men 
who were qualified, by possession of a degree, to teach. 
They lectured in the public schools to students who, seek- 
ing instruction, came to lodge in the towns where the 
schools were. The corporation, which comprised the 
ruling body, at first required only a building for meetings 
and ceremonies, a library, and schools for teaching. The 
medieval University, as a body, did not undertake to pro- 
vide for the students’ board and lodging. In this sphere 
it only exercised supervisory powers to prevent the 
exploitation of students by excessive rents, to order the 
houses where they dwelt, and to protect their morals. 
Some scholars lodged with townsfolk, others rented houses 
among themselves, or a Master of Arts might rent and run 
a’ house as a private venture. Such houses were not 
endowed and gradually passed from independence and 
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self-government into the charge of principals 
University or college authority. 

The term ‘college’ properly refers to a Society of 
people, not to the buildings it occupies. Derived from the 
early colleges of chantry-priests, to which a condition of 
learning was attached, the word has broadened in mean- 
ing to comprise not only the collective organisation but 
its material place of residence as well. Colleges, in this 
inclusive sense, were essentially foundations created and 
endowed in the main by private benefactors. Each con- 
tained living accommodation and provision for corporate 
assembly for students who could not, without help, attend 
the University. Each was governed by its own statute 
code, usually given by the founder. Such were the advan- 
tages and amenities these colleges afforded that in time 
paying students sought admission and this, and the increas- 
ing practice of holding disputations within the college 
buildings, in addition to those organised by the University, 
further affected the collegiate plan. 

Apart altogether from the architectural interest of the 
academic secular colleges, their historical significance is 
not clearly understood unless the uniqueness of their sur- 
vival is fully considered. In the words of Professor David 
Knowles, ‘ This type of college, alone and almost by acci- 
dent,’ escaped dissolution under the Tudor monarchs 
and remained, with its shadow of a common life and with 
its society of celibate clerical Fellows, almost till within 
living memory the sole surviving relic of the monastic 
Middle Ages still recognised by the English Church and 
State.’ 

By the end of the fourteenth century the characteristic 
Cambridge college plan had evolved. It conformed, in its 
general idea, to the disposition of important groups of 
buildings customary in medieval Europe, It consisted, 
with minor deviations, of a gateway, a chapel, a hall and 
buttery, a kitchen and sets of chambers, totally enclosing 
a roughly rectangular court. None of the colleges as it 
exists today presents a complete example in its original 
form. Only a synthesis of the plans of Pembroke, Gon- 
ville, Trinity Hall and Corpus Christi would show the full 
development. But it should be observed that howeve1 
firmly established the type of plan which combined the 
complex of college buildings, the architectural treatment 
of the buildings themselves, until the Renaissance had 
virtually superseded the Middle Ages, was _ neithei 
elaborate nor distinguished. Lack of building 
materials, and the difficulties of transport, may have 
enforced a limiting restraint. Be that as it may, the 
available evidence, particularly graphic records, and 
notably the engravings of David Loggan, shows the earlier 
University buildings to have been severely utilitarian and 
unadorned. In this respect it may be recalled that King’s 
College Chapel, holding a proud place in the history of 
English architecture, begun in 1446, was not fully ready 
for use until 1538. With this late medieval exception, 
the most impressive buildings of Cambridge, if not always 
the most intriguing, belong to the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. The Senate House of 1722 by James 
Gibbs, C. R. Cockerell’s building in the Schools and 
George Basevi’s Fitzwilliam Museum, both of 1837, are 
illustrations that come readily to mind. 

Such then, in general, and for the purposes of a short 
review, in a sadly abbreviated account, is the historical 
background against which we should regard, and against 
which alone we can appreciate and value, the great 
inheritance which is the City and University of Cambridge 
and which it has been the Commission’s enviable if 
herculean task to record.

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THE NEWS, given in our last issue, that 
the RIBA council has formally approved 
the award of the Manchester Society of 
Architects’ bronze medal award to Mr. 
Leonard C. Howitt, the City Architect, 
for the Blackley Crematorium, will be 
well received. The building (shown in an 
illustration on this page taken from the 
current issue of ‘Concrete Quarterly’ 
which contains a section on recent archi- 
tecture in Manchester) is technically as 
well as visually interesting, the chapel 
having an ‘in-situ’ reinforced concrete 
frame, separated from the rest of the 
building and insulated against sound. The 
columns are in concrete with fair-faced 
finish and the light buff brick walls 
internally are left unplastered. These 
matt finishes provide a background for 
colour used in flooring and in the stained 
glass. Our contemporary describes the 
chapel as ‘one of the most imaginative 
reinforced concrete structures in Man- 
chester.’ 

Mr. Howitt (who is personally engaged 
in the design and supervision of another 
building, the Ringway Airport Terminal) 
has not enjoyed the best of health just 
lately, but is now, we are glad to report, 
feeling much better. His many friends 
will congratulate him on this as well as 
the distinction he now gains. 


Sir Thomas Bennett Leaves Crawley 


HAVING STEERED clear of politics during 
the 13 years that he has been chairman 
of Crawley Development Corporation, Sir 
Thomas Bennett could not resist a 
Parthian shot in the direction of White- 
hall when he presided for the last time as 
chairman at the annual meeting of 
elected representatives, on April 9. In 
presenting his report, some extracts from 
which are given on page 776, Sir Thomas 
strongly urged the Government to start 
building a new town every five years, on 
a national basis. 

The occasion, which he has made 
peculiarly his own over the years by his 
masterly presentation of the annual 
report, must have been one of mixed 
feelings for Sir Thomas: justifiable pride 
in reaching the original objective of 
building a new town of 50,000 mingled 
with regret at his retirement as chairman 
of the Development Corporation. 

Explaining the reason for his retire- 
ment, Sir Thomas said that his private 
practice was still great and he was un 
doubtedly doing too much work. He 
considered that the chairman of Crawley 
in time of transfer to the proposed Com- 
mission which is to take over the running 
of the New Towns should be prepared to 
serve on the Commission for three or 
four years so that continuity is assured. 
The Commission might start to function 
in April, 1962, and in these circumstances 
he thought that a change was essential. 
Introducing his successor, General Sir 
Nevil Brownjohn, he said that he was 
sure that he was leaving the future of 
Crawley in good hands

Educational Building Changes 


GOOD NEWS FOR ARCHITECTS is contained in 
a circular (6/60) issued by the Ministry of 
Education to education authorities. Not 
only is a system of certification that the 
main controls have been complied with to 
be introduced but the Minister has re- 
viewed the limits of cost for new building 
with the result that as from April 1 place 
limits for secondary schools are raised by 
10 per cent and those for new primary 
schools by 6 per cent. This should enable 
a higher standard of finishes that in turn 
should help to cut down maintenance 
cost. Advice also is given to the authori- 
ties to look early to their architectural 
staffing needs, including where necessary 
the employment of private architects.

THE HEADQUARTERS AND COURT HOUSE are 
designed as a single architectural composi- 
tion, with the court house at the lower 
level of the site facing on to an open green 
forecourt. The two buildings are linked 
internally by communicating corridors on 
each of the two floors. There is also direct 
access from the Cell Block by underground 
corridor and staircase to the prisoners’ 
dock in the magistrates’ court. 


The headquarters is in a three-storey 
block facing Heavitree Road. The entrance 
hall contains public inquiries and tele-

This committee room is panelled in oak 
and furnished with a conference table to 
accommodate twenty-five persons.

The amenity unit is planned on 
the ground floor with separate rear 
entrance from the parade yard away 
from all public approaches. This 
unit contains the parade room, com- 
plete with stage and proscenium cur- 
tains; a games room accommodating 
two billiard tables, facilities for 
darts, together with a bar. Messing 
facilities for both constables and 
senior officers are adjacent to a fully 
equipped kitchen to give full cater- 
ing. The senior officers also have a 
bar and small lounge off their mess. 
Changing rooms with a steel locker 
for each member of the force are 
provided, together with showers and 
washing facilities. A lecture room 
and a library are also contained in 
this amenity unit. 

The traffic department includes 
open and enclosed garages complete 
with workshop, stores and toilets, in 


an isolated single-storey building off 
the parade yard. 

The cell block contains 5 cells for 
male prisoners and 3 cells for female 
prisoners, complete with ablutions, 
showers and lavatories. An adjacent 
suite contains accommodation for 
surgeon, matron and interviewing 
rooms. Facilities for taking photo- 
graphs are provided in a linking 
corridor between the male and 
female cells. A central exercise yard 
is provided accessible from both 
male and female cells. 

The court house has a spacious 
public foyer with waiting rooms, 
lavatories and public telephone 
booth, and access to the Court is 
from this foyer through two lobbies. 
The public gallery provides seating 
for 50 persons. 

The well of the Court contains the 
prisoners’ dock, in front of which are 


8 fixed seats for defendants. There 
are tip-up seats for solicitors com- 
plete with central table, and also 
accommodation for police officers. In 
front of the Magistrates’ bench is a 
table for the clerk and assistant. A 
witness box is provided on each side 
of the court room, fixed seating for 
witnesses, and a fixed table with 
chairs for probation officers and 
Press. Court No. 2 and the children’s 
court are at first floor level, adjacent 
to retiring, waiting and interviewing 
rooms. A sliding folding partition 
allows the two courtrooms to be 
united for special purposes. Walls 
are panelled in oak and the layout of 
the furniture is informal and can be 
positioned according to need. 

Total cost of the buildings was 
approximately £210,000, and the con- 
tract was completed in February, 
1960.

Crawley New Town 


Sir Thomas Bennett's Swan Song 


A SUGGESTION that the Government 
should start to build a new town every 
five years was made by SIR THOMAS 
BENNETT, KBE, FRIBA, the retiring chair- 
man of Crawley Development Corpora- 
tion, when he presented his report at the 
annual meeting of elected representatives, 
held at Crawley on April 9. 

Speaking on the purpose of New 
Towns, Sir Thomas said that, in principle, 
the New Towns Act set up machinery for 
coping with one of the world’s most 
serious problems, namely, the concen- 
trated urbanisation of a high proportion 
of the population in civilised countries. 
‘This serious maldistribution of popula- 
tion is visible in relatively new countries, 
such as Australia, as well as in England 
and the USA,’ he said. ‘In the case of 
England, approximately 25 per cent of its 
population live in what has been described 
as the great conurbation of London. 
Excessive travelling, transport problems, 
danger in case of war, lack of real com- 
munity life, and many other disabilities, 
flow from this concentration of people. 

‘ Crawley has outstandingly shown that 
over 40,000 people can be moved into 
new surroundings and make a permanent 
home, enjoying a high standard of home- 
lif., with every appearance of complete 
stability. 

‘The Corporation strongly urge the 
Government to start building a new town 
every five years, which should be nation- 
ally built.’ 


Points from the Report 

Distance from London.—There was a 
controversy in the early days on the 
distance which New Towns should be 
built from London, the choice lying 
between 25 and 50 miles. Crawley experi- 
ence shows that 30 miles is a correct 
limit for a variety of reasons. The most 
important is the difficulty of industry 
moving out of London if it moved a 
greater distance than 30 miles, beyond 
which the period of moving becomes 
excessively costly or even impossible, 
except with firms of the largest financial 
resources. The second important factor 
is the ease with which those wishing to 
visit London can do so. 

Crawley has also proved the success 
which can attend the growth of a New 
Town out of an old one. 

Population.—In 1947 the population 
was estimated to be 9,500; at March 31, 
1960, it was expected to be 51,700 and 
by the end of 1960, 54,000. 

Corporation Houses.—To house these 
people the Corporation has built 10,254 
houses and flats, of which 1,575 are flats, 
including 254 of three or more storeys. 
The houses range from one bedroom to 
five bedrooms, approximately 70 per cent 
having three bedrooms. The houses have 
varied in size and in the type of accom- 
modation provided, and there are over 
250 types of dwelling. They have been 
built at an average density of 12.3 to the 
acre. 

Rents.—The lowest exclusive weekly 
rent for a three-bedroom house is 28s. 6d. 


and the highest is 39s. 9d. 

Private Enterprise Houses. — 1,490 
houses have been built by private enter- 
prise on freehold land on margins of 
neighbourhoods. These houses have been 
sold at prices ranging from £1,895 to over 
£4,000. 

Industries—Number and Production 
Space.—On March 31, 1960, 72 factories 
were in production covering a total floor 
space of 2,289,000 sq. ft., of which 
1,639,000 sq. ft. has been ground leased 
and privately financed, and 650,000 sq. ft. 
financed by the Corporation. 36 of the 
72 factories have been built by indus- 
trialists with private capital. Five new 
factories are being built which will pro- 
vide 51,000 sq. ft. of space. Contracts 
for four new establishments have been 
agreed, providing for 280,000 sq. ft. of 
additional space. This includes an office 
block of 100,000 ft. 

Neighbourhood Pattern.—The neigh- 
bourhood pattern set out to reduce the 
neighbourhood population below 10,000, 
against a background which in 1946 
recommended 10,000 or more. These 
neighbourhoods of modest size undoubt- 
edly produced an integration of com- 
munity life which centres round the local 
shops, the local churches, public houses 
and community centres, and continues to 
develop a very high community spirit. 

The neighbourhood shopping was 
deliberately restricted in size and the 
communications to the Town Centre 
made easy. We consider this has resulted 
in developing a Town Centre of very high 
standard, and in fact is daily becoming 
an increasing focus for a wide area of 
surrounding countryside. 

Community Life-——-A great deal has 
been seen in the national Press about the 
lack of so-called community life in New 
Towns. This appears to the Corporation 
to display a surprising ignorance of the 
pattern of life in Crawley. There is no 
doubt that the results of good housing, 
good layout, good schools and the exist- 
ence of churches, shops and other ameni- 
ties, has produced a population which has 
very largely returned to the home-life of 
a former generation. 

Standard of Construction.—The Minis- 
try at one time stated that the average 
cost of Crawley houses was approx. £100 
more than that of some of the other New 
Towns. The Corporation laid down a 
minimum standard for building a national 
asset such as a New Town. This will 
mean lower maintenance and a general 
standard of appearance which is substan- 
tial and long-lived. 

The Financial Picture.—It may well be 
that for the purposes of accounting, the 
Government may decide to write-off some 
sums of money on transfer to the future 
Commission, which is to be set up to 
manage the New Towns, or that it will 
eventually be written-off by normal amor- 
tising processes, but we believe that the 
money has been wisely spent, proper 
judgment has been exercised as to the 
headings under which it should be put, 
and the result we consider is an un- 
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vane.

THE NEW BUILDING is an extension to the original students’ 
hostel which was designed by Sir Edward Maufe in 1934. 
The new accommodation provides 51 study bedrooms, a 
dining hall and a games hall, arranged on a peripheral type 
layout and completing the enclosure of an internal court. 

The dining hall has a seating capacity of 140. Student 
rooms are 9 ft. 8 in. by 12 ft. A women’s common room 
is provided, and improvement to kitchens and other facili- 
ties were made. The main hall has a permanent stage 
which can be extended, and a seating capacity of 300. 
Off-stage changing rooms are provided. The games room 
has sliding-folding-door separation from the dining hall. 

The structure is of reinforced concrete, with hollow pot 
floors within the dormitory block to provide a higher 
degree of sound insulation. 

External walls have blue Brindle facing bricks, with 
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the horizontal joints pointed up in white cement, multi- 
coloured brick facings, and vitreous glass mosaic to edge 
beam faces. Window walls consist of mild steel window 
sections painted and containing either clear glass or Vitro- 
lite. Some facing is in Portland stone, and external win- 
dow cills and surrounds are of best quality blue-grey 
natural slate. All roof surfaces are finished with natural 
rock asphalt. 

Flooring is terrazzo paving in the entrance hall, Sapele 
strip in main hall, games room and bar, and 4-in. marbled 
lino tile paving in study bedrooms, dining hall and women’s 
common room. 

The permanent stage in the main hall is surfaced with 
a l-in. thick polished Sapele floor, and a temporary stage 
extension is available, having a similar finish, together 
with a Warerite panel removable apron. This apron can

not in use. A further facility is the 
provision of a demountable stage fit- 
ting consisting of proscenium arch, 
wings, flies, etc. 

Heating and hot water are provided 
by extension of the existing system in 
the old hostel, and the solid fuel instal- 
lation has been replaced by oil firing. 

The existing kitchen in the old 
hostel has been completely _ re- 
equipped and decorated, and a new 
students’ coffee bar formed within 
the area of the old dining hall. 

The cost of building work was 
approximately £102,000 and £12,500 
for furniture and equipment.

THE NEW HALL OF RESIDENCE is named Rathbone Hall 
after a private benefactor. The building adjoins 
Derby Hall, a pre-war hostel for men designed by 
Willink & Dod in the neo Georgian style, and the 
university required the new hall to have some link 
with this style of architecture. Similar materials have, 
therefore, been used and reliance placed for the 
success of the design on window proportions and 
textured brickwork. Westmorland green slate has 
been used for the common room window surround 
and supporting columns, The copper roof is laid on 
Stramit slabs, carried on steel roof trusses. The roof 
incorporates a secret gutter which connects with 
internal rainwater pipes, although the university 
insisted on the blocks having exposed rainwater pipes 
to terminate the facades. The metal windows have 
projecting teak sub-frames and the lintols are clothed 
in lead which lips over the top teak member.

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Internally, use is made of exposed fairface 
brickwork, painted plaster and leathercloth 
faced walls in the study bedrooms. Both this 
Hall and Derby Hall are heated from Power- 
master oil-fired boilers situated in a central 
boiler room. The oil is stored in a glass- 
lined reinforced concrete tank below the ser- 
vice yard, constructed by Borsari of Switzer- 
land. The main heating is supplied by means 
of built-in concrete units, but the dining hall 
and common room are warmed by means of 
suspended ceilings incorporating panel warm- 
ing and preformed fibrous plaster acoustic 
tiles. 

Plans are now being prepared for building 
an annexe to both halls each consisting of 
approximately 110 study bedrooms, some 
common room facilities and washrooms. The 
students in residence in the annexes will use 
the parent hall’s communal facilities for 
dining and recreation. No special aesthetic 
requirements were laid down by the univer- 
sity for the design of the annexes except that 
they should make a definite contribution 
towards modern hostel design. A three block 
complex has been designed sharing one cen- 
tral staircase which will be vented to comply 
with by-law requirements. 

The landscaping was planned in conjunc- 
tion with A. Weddle, ARIBA, of the School 
of Civic Design, Liverpool University. The 
contract was on a fixed price basis for 
£299,800.

Bold Traffic Plan 


A PLANNING authority responsible to 
Parliament with powers to override local 
authorities’ decisions is advocated in a 
report which aims to solve London's 
traffic problems. It has been drawn up 
by a team of six engineers, architects and 
town planners, who shared prize money 
of £4,000 in the recent Roads Campaign 
Council competition. They presented 
their report on April 12 at a private meet- 
ing at the House of Commons.

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The Problems of Tall Buildings 


Lt.-Col. Kirkland's Paper to the Institution of Structural Engineers 


From a Special Correspondent 


AT THE LAST MEETING of the session at 
the Institution of Structural Engineers on 
April 7, the President-designate, LT.-COL. 
G. W. KIRKLAND, read a paper on ‘ The 
Problems of Tall Buildings.’ The present 
interest in this subject may be judged 
from the fact that every available room 
in the Institution had to be pressed into 
service as an auditorium to accommodate 
the overflow from the Meeting Room. 

Having referred briefly to his long- 
standing interest in tall buildings, Col. 
Kirkland emphasised that the complexity 
of the problems involved made the selec- 
tion of the contractor a matter of vital 
significance. Under present conditions, 
speed of construction often contributed 
more to building economy than savings 
on construction and he advocated bring- 
ing the contractor into the design team as 
early as possible. He did not, however, 
favour the ‘ contractor-designer arrange- 
ment’; he thought that attempts to save 
the fees of architects and engineers by 
that means were ill-judged. 

Turning to the design problem of the 
superstructure, the lecturer pointed out 
that it was usually convenient to concen- 
trate the services at well defined points 
on the plan and this produced stiff 
‘cores’ in the structure by means of 
which the accumulations of dead load and 
the high wind loads could be transmitted 
to the foundations. This principle held 
for ‘long buildings as well as for point 
blocks and buildings on a cruciform plan. 
With long buildings advantage could also 
be taken of gable walls as buttresses pro- 
viding bearing problems were not unduly 
difficult. In the case of long buildings, 
it was particularly necessary to make use 
of floor slabs as horizontal girders and 
attention must be given to the edge con- 
ditions. 


Wind Loads 


Wind loads, he said, created special 
problems. This was particularly the case 
in tower blocks where the reduced pres- 
sure on the leeward side of the building 
was an important factor in determining 
the horizontal loading of the structure. 
The vortex conditions could result in the 
vacuum varying in intensity and, at criti- 
cal wind velocities, a flutter effect could 
be created with substantial increase in 
the horizontal loads. Col. Kirkland re- 
garded wind-tunnel experiments as desir- 
able wherever the building shape was 
such as to render such conditions pos- 
sible. 

It was important also, he said, to con- 
sider torsional effects. In a typical hotel- 
type building, on a cruciform plan with 
narrow rooms on both sides of a corridor, 
the structure was relatively stiff near the 
crossing but decreasingly so towards the 
ends of the wings. For the building as a 
whole, there was likely to be variation 
of stiffness with height which might 
result in some torsion. Torsional effects 
could produce considerable magnifica- 


tions of stress at lower levels of the 
structure and allowance must be made 
for these. 


When considering construction prob- 
lems, Col, Kirkland had some interesting 
observations to make on the relative 
merits of constructional steel work and 
reinforced concrete for tall structures. 
While recognising the many advantages 
of steel work, he felt that the large single 
lifts involved in column shafts and other 
principal members were an overriding 
disadvantage. If pieces were to be kept 
small, the cost of splicing would be con- 
siderable. Furthermore, the needs of ser- 
vices, particularly ventilation in full-air- 
conditioned buildings made it difficult to 
avoid taking ducts through the wells of 
beams. With any form of construction. 
this led to difficulties and close collabora- 
tion of architect and engineer was essen- 
tial at the design stage. 


Comparisons with USA 


Referring to comparisons sometimes 
made between building speeds in USA 
and those in this country, there was, he 
said, a tendency to overlook the time 
spent, in USA, in working on a project 
prior to the contract being placed. He 
preferred British practice, with the em- 
ployment of a quantity surveyor. It pro- 
duced higher quality building and, pro- 
vided clients could be prevented from 
changing their minds too freely, he 
thought the overall time taken to pro- 
duce the building compared very favour- 
ably with that in USA. 


Finally, the lecturer dealt with founda- 
tions which were, he said, the key prob- 
lem in tall buildings, in London at any 
rate. A 30-storey building produced 
foundation pressures of the order of 6 
tons per sq. ft. in place of the 24 to 3 
tons per sq. ft. with which designers had 
normally to deal. Apart from the need to 
provide for the high pressures, it was 
necessary, also, to guard against differen- 
tial settlement between parts of a build- 
ing that went up high and other parts 
that were relatively low. 


He referred to the use of ‘ shaft piles,’ 
the large diameter bored piles which had 
special advantages in London clay. He 
did not favour the shaft pile with an ex- 
panded foot in spite of its having been 
adopted for recent tall buildings in Lon- 
don. Experiments he had conducted 
with such piles had led him to conclude 
that the expanded foot did not add to 
the load-bearing capacity of the pile. With 
a straight pile, the load was carried by 
skin-friction over the full length of the 
pile whereas, in a pile with an expanded 
base, the whole load was, he believed, 
carried ultimately on the base of the pile. 
While this might have advantages where 
it was desired to transmit the whole of 
the load to a low level, under normal con- 
ditions, he preferred the spread of load 
given by skin friction over the whole 
length. 


On the question of differential settle- 
ment, Col. Kirkland paid tribute to the 
advances in soil-mechanics which per- 
mitted settlements in London clay to be 
predicted with considerable confidence. 
In a large building with which he was at 
present concerned, an allowance of one 
inch was being made to accommodate 
differential settlement between the tower 
block and the podium. Relative move- 
ment of this type could be arranged by 
the provision of hinges in floor slabs and 
beams, the most suitable arrangement, 
generally, being to provide hinges at two 
points, the member between them form- 
ing a flexible link in the structure. 
Flexible links were also necessary at the 
points where services entered the build- 
ing and it was advisable for these con- 
nections to be delayed as long as prac- 
ticable. 

There remained the problem of trans- 
mitting the load from the base of the 
building to the supporting piles and, for 
this purpose, a stiff raft was usually the 
most satisfactory provision. In the build- 
ing to which he had already referred, the 
compressibility of a layer of ballast above 
the clay provided a convenient means of 
using the raft to take up wind load. 

In conclusion, Col. Kirkland referred 
briefly to the problems of water proofing 
basements where, he said, he preferred to 
rely on good quality concrete rather than 
layers of asphalt. 


Discussion 


After the lecturer had shown some 
slides of tall buildings, there was an 
interesting discussion, much of which 
ranged round the merits of shaft piles 
with enlarged ends. MR. DERRINGTON, 
who showed a short film on the equip- 
ment and procedure used for these piles, 
said that test results were reassuring and, 
provided adequate bases were used, he 
had every confidence in them. 

MR. MEASOR expressed doubts as to the 
correctness of Col. Kirkland’s conclusion 
that all the load on these piles was trans- 
ferred ultimately to the base. It was cer- 
tainly contrary to the results of tests he 
had recently carried out and to other 
information available to him. He thought 
that both skin friction and base support 
contributed to the load-carrying capacity 
of these piles and that this combination 
was valuable having regard to the fact 
that it was prudent to use a conservative 
estimate for maximum skin friction. Base 
support at depths of 75 ft. benefited from 
the higher shear strength and lower con- 
solidation factor freauently found in the 
clay at that level. Furthermore, the use 
of bell-foot piles permitted some reduc- 
tion in the strength (and therefore in 
the weight) of the raft. 

MR. DONOVAN LEE raised some interest- 
ing points, particularly on the use of 
composite construction (combined steel 
work and reinforced concrete) in tall 
buildings and the use of grid foundations 
similar to those used in mining areas. 
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Cost Limits of Educational Buildings 


Increases of up to Ten Per Cent Allowed by Minister 


THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION has decided 
to allow increases in the cost limits per 
place of new secondary schools of 10 per 
cent and new primary schools of 6 per 
cent, with appropriate increases for other 
educational buildings. This is announced 
in a new circular (No. 6/60) to local edu- 
cational authorities issued on April 13 
(some brief details of which were given 
in our last issue). The major part of the 
circular, together with three of the four 
appendices, is reproduced below: 


Educational Building 


1. The school building programme for 
1960-61 marks the beginning of five years’ 
increased effort to improve the quality 
of primary and secondary education. 
Large building programmes are also in 
hand for technical education, for the 
training of teachers and for other educa- 
tional services. These programmes will 
place a considerable burden on the tech- 
nical and administrative staff of many 
local education authorities. 

2. The Minister therefore asks all the 
authorities concerned, and _ especially 
those who have not previously carried 
out large programmes, to review their 
arrangements for handling educational 
building projects, and to _ consider 
whether anything more can be done to 
streamline procedures and improve effi- 
ciency. In particular the Minister hopes 
that authorities will take full advantage 
of the longer notice now given of future 
building programmes to begin acquiring 
sites in good time, and to decide their 
architectural staffing (including where 
necessary the employment of private 
architects) well ahead. 

3. The Minister also asks authorities to 
do all they can to help those responsible 
for voluntary projects, particularly in the 
acquisition of sites, and in hastening the 
submission of plans to the Ministry. 

4. For his part, the Minister has 
decided to make the following changes: 

(a) to follow compilation of the 1962- 
63 school building programme by 
settling on a provisional basis the main 
lines of the programmes for 1963-64 
and 1964-65; 

(b) to speed up the final approval of 
plans and estimates of cost for new 
county and controlled schools, by 
introducing a system of certification 
that the main controls have been com- 
plied with; 

(c) as part of (b) above, to introduce 
a unit formula for the calculation of 
premises grant on accommodation pro- 
vided in new schools for the meals 
service; 

(d) to simplify the procedures for 
certain minor projects. 

5. The Minister has also reviewed the 
limits of cost for new schools, technical 
colleges and other educational buildings, 
and has decided that some easement is 
now required if authorities generally are 
to maintain a reasonable standard of 
building and avoid excessive future main- 
tenance costs. 


The School Building Programmes for 
1963-64 and 1964-65 


6. The Minister hopes that authorities 
will begin identifying proposals as soon 
as possible, and particularly those which 
are likely to be difficult from the point 
of view of sites, Section 13 notices or 
design, so that these projects. can 
wherever possible be discussed together 
with those proposed for inclusion in the 
1962-63 programme. 


Final Approval of New County and 
Controlled Schools 
7. Projects should continue to be sub- 
mitted for final approval as described in 
paragraphs 24 and 25 of Administrative 


Memorandum 3/60. If they are in a posi-,. 


tion to do so, authorities may however 
enclose with the plans and Form S.B.16 
a certificate (Form S.B. 33) in the form 
attached to this Circular as Appendix 1 
[not reproduced below}. Where a 
properly completed certificate is enclosed, 
the authority may expect final approval 
to be given within seven working days 
of the receipt of the documents by the 
Ministry. 

8. Costs certified on Form S.B. 33 
should be on tender (not final estimate) 
and should exclude any reductions which 
have been or are being negotiated to 
bring the costs within the Ministry's 
limits. Form S.B. 27 should continue to 
be submitted as soon as a contract has 
been signed. (For projects approved 
during the financial year 1960-61 the 
Minister will however accept under the 
certification procedure final estimates of 
the cost of developing playing fields. pro- 
vided that these do not exceed £500 per 
acre for the first three acres required 
under the Building Regulations, and £400 
per acre for any additional prescribed 
area.) 

9. Form S.B. 33 provides alternative 
methods of certifying compliance with 
the cost limits [described in the Circular]. 

10. For the time being, the certifica- 
tion procedure will apply only to new 
county and controlled schools, and to 
instalments of such schools to which the 
Building Regulations can be applied 
without ambiguity. The Minister will 
however consider, in the light of experi- 
ence of applying the new procedure to 
projects started in 1960-61, extending it 
to other classes of work. 

1l. [This paragraph outlines the form 
in which requests for final approval 
should be sent.] 


Premises Grant 


12. The introduction of the certifica- 
tion procedure involves revising the 
present arrangements for assessing school 
meals premises grant. 

13. Where final approval is given after 
the date of this Circular, premises grant 
for projects eligible for approval under 
the certification procedure will therefore 
be paid according to the unit formula 
described in Appendix 2 to this Circular 
[reproduced below]. The unit formula 


will also apply from the same date to all 
projects at county and controlled schools 
(including minor projects) which include 
complete new kitchen (or scullery) and 
dining arrangements provided in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Build- 
ing Regulations. It will not however 
apply to jobs of this kind finally approved 
at voluntary aided and special agreement 
schools until April 1, 1961. 

14. For other projects, a limit of grant 
will be set when the number of diners is 
agreed with the Ministry, as described 
for minor projects in paragraph 12 of 
Administrative Memorandum 3/60. 


Simplification of Procedures for Certain 
Minor Works 


15. Paragraphs 12, 13 and 14 of 
Administrative Memorandum 3/60 are 
cancelled. Revised paragraphs are 
attached to this Circular as Appendix 3 
[reproduced below}. 


The Cost Limits 


16. The Minister has reviewed the 
present limits of cost for educational 
buildings in the light of current educa- 
tional developments and current costs 
(including the increase in labour costs 
which took effect on April 18). He has 
decided that some easement is now re- 
quired if educational requirements are to 
be satisfactorily met without an unwise 
lowering of building standards and con- 
sequent heavy future maintenance costs. 

17. The case for an increase is not how- 
ever equally strong for all classes of 
work. In particular, most authorities are 
finding it easier to build good primary 
schools within the present limits than to 
build good secondary schools. Similarly. 
the case for an increase in the present 
costs per square foot is stronger for 
further education establishments than for 
training colleges for teachers. 

18. The limit of cost per place for new 
secondary schools will therefore be 
raised by 10 per cent, and the limit for 
new primary schools by 6 per cent. The 
new limits, and revised costs per square 
foot for new further education establish- 
ments and other educational buildings, 
are set out in Appendix 4 [reproduced 
below}. 

19. The new

limits will apply until

20. The Minister does not at this stage 


propose to issue a revised version of 
Administrative Memorandum 3/60. This 
will be deferred until experience has 
been gained of operating the new pro- 
cedures; if they are successful, further 
simplifications will then be considered. 

21. The Minister hopes that authori- 
ties will welcome the changes in pro- 
cedure announced in this Circular, and 
will themselves do all they can to 
simplify their own organisation and 
methods to meet the challenge of the 
large building programmes now in 
prospect.

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Appendix 2 
Calculation of Premises Grant 


1. The number of diners for whom provi- 
sion is to be made, and the number of sit- 
tings, should be discussed with HM Inspec- 
tor when proposals for the building pro- 
gramme are being formulated, so that the 
figures can be agreed with the Ministry 
simultaneously with the compilation of the 
programme. Any subsequent revision should 
also be agreed with the Ministry before it is 
included in the architect's terms of reference. 

2. The number of diners and the number 
of sittings for projects in the 1960-62 and 
earlier programmes should be discussed with 
HM Inspector and agreed with the Ministry. 

3. Premises grant on projects in the cate- 
gories described in paragraph 13 of Circular 
6/60 will be paid by applying to the agreed 
number of diners the following unit costs: 

Dining in one sitting 

Primary and secondary schools 
With kitchen £29 per diner 
With scullery only £17 per diner 
Dining in two sittings 

Primary and secondary schools 
With kitchen £22 per diner 
With scullery only £12 per diner 

4. These costs represent the element in 
the cost limits announced in this Circular 
attributable to meeting, at a good standard 
of design and construction, the minimum 
requirements of the Building Regulations for 
kitchen and dining accommodation. (In the 
case of kitchens, the areas recommended in 
the current edition of Building Bulletin No. 
11 are assumed: the grant will be reduced if 
a smaller area is provided. A second edition 
of this Bulletin is being prepared, which will 
include a wider range of kitchen sizes.) The 
figures include an element for items of addi- 
tional cost and for professional fees and 
expenses. They are also intended to cover 
built-in fittings such as sinks, but not heavy 
and light kitchen equipment and dining 
furniture. 

5. Where an extra allowance of net cost 
is approved for reasons which affect the 
cost of the kitchen and dining accommoda- 
tion (e.g., for piling foundations through 
weak sub-soil), the unit costs will be 
increased pro rata. 


Appendix 3 


Simplification of Procedures for 
Certain Minor Projects 


The following should be substituted for 
paragraphs 12, 13 and 14 of Administrative 
Memorandum 3/60. 


Projects on which school meals premises 
grant is claimed 


12. Where a local education authority pro- 
pose to claim school meals premises grant 
on a minor project the approval procedure 
will be as follows :— 

(1) Approval in principle will be required 
in all cases except for the provision of scul- 
leries and for improvements and extensions 
to existing kitchens costing £2,500 or less 
which are not combined with work costing 
more than £300 for which managers or 
governors are responsible. 

(2) Sketch plans with Form S.B.22 (one 
copy of each) should be submitted at the 
same time as approval in principle is sought 
in the following cases only :— 

(a) where school meals premises grant 
is to be claimed on dining accommoda- 
tion; or 

(b) for the improvement or extension 
of an existing kitchen costing more than 
£2,500; or 

(c) for projects of the types described 
in paragraph 13(2)a) of this memorandum. 
In the case of (a), a sketch plan of the 

existing premises should also be forwarded. 

3. Premises grant. 

(a) Premises grant will be paid accord- 
ing to the unit formula described in 
Appendix 2 to Circular 6/60 on all pro- 
jects which comprise or include complete 
new kitchen (or scullery) and dining 
arrangements provided in accordance with 
the requirements of the Building Regula- 
tions. For these projects, the number of 
diners and the number of sittings should 


be agreed with the Ministry when approval 
in principle is sought. 

(b) For new kitchens and sculleries esti- 
mated to cost £2,500 or less (including 
professional fees), premises grant will be 
paid on £2,500, or the actual final cost, 
whichever is the less. 

(c) For other projects, mainly extensions 
and alterations to existing kitchens and 
dining arrangements, a limit of grant will 
be set by the Ministry when the project 
is approved in principle. The limit will 
include expenditure on built-in fittings 
such as sinks, and an allowance for items 
of additional cost and for professional 
fees. Premises grant will be paid on the 
limit of grant, or the actual final cost, 
whichever is the less. 

(4) Final plans and Form S.B.16 will be 
required only in the following cases :— 

(a) for a new school, including a trans- 
ferred school, or for an instalment of a 
new school for which approval of final 
plans is required under Section 13(6) of 
the Education Act, 1944. In the case of 
new and transferred eounty and controlled 
schools, the certification procedure 
announced in Circular 6/60 may be used; 

(b) where, in the case of projects of the 
types covered by sub-paragraphs 12(3)(b) 
and (c) above, the limit of grant is 
exceeded on tender. An increase in grant 
will be approved only where there are 
exceptional circumstances affecting costs. 


Projects covered by local allocations 
where school meals premises grant is 
not claimed 


13. Where a local education authority do 
not propose to claim school meals premises 
grant on a minor project covered by a local 
allocation, the approval procedure will be: 
(1) Approval in principle will be required 
for: 

(a) new schools (including transferred 
schools) and other new establishments of 
all kinds, including instalments of them; 

(b) projects at aided and special agree- 
ment schools which, though mainly the 
responsibility of the local education 
authority, include work costing more than 
£300 for which the managers or governors 
are responsible; and 

(c) projects providing new residential 
accommodation at special schools, at 
further education establishments, includ- 
ing farm institutes, and at adult education 
and welfare establishments. 

(2) Sketch plans, Form S.B.22 and, where 
an authority wish, loan application should 
be submitted in the following cases only: 

(a) for projects costing more than £1,000 
involving extensions (but not projects con- 
sisting solely of internal modifications of 
existing buildings) at primary and secon- 
dary schools, and at all-age special schools 
for educationally sub-normal day pupils 
of both sexes (but not other special 
schools), which are intended to bring the 
premises up to standard but, either 

(i) are an instalment only of the work 
required for this purpose. In such cases 
outline plans of any future instalments 
should accompany plans for the minor 
project. Once the outline plan has been 
approved by the Minister, sketch plans 
of second or later instalments need not 
be submitted unless they involve a major 
departure from the agreed outline plan; 
or 

(ii) although no further work is con- 
templated, do not result in the require- 
ments of the current Standards for 

School Premises Regulations being met 

in all respects and thus require a dis- 
pensation under Section 7 of the Educa- 
tion (Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 

1948. In such cases, a sketch plan of 

the existing premises should be sent. 

(b) for projects at maintained special 

schools (other than those specified at (a) 

above) or at adult education and welfare 

establishments where the estimated cost 
exceeds £5,000; 

(c) new school clinics. 

(3) Final plans and Form S.B.16 (one copy) 
will be required only in the following 
cases : — 

(a) for new schools (including transferred 
schools) and other new establishments, 
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including instalments, but excluding adult 

education and welfare establishments. In 

the case of new and transferred county 
and controlled schools, the certification 
procedure announced in Circular 6/60 may 
be used; or 

(b) where the estimated gross cost 
approved at the sketch plan stage is 
exceeded by more than 5 per cent; or 

(c) in the case of projects of the types 
described in sub-paragraph 2(b) above, 
re the gross cost on tender exceeds 

,49U, 

14. The procedure described above dis- 
penses with the need for specific approval, 
or introduces the simplified certification pro- 
cedure, for local education authority projects 
which are within the accumulated experi- 
ence of authorities and of the Ministry. The 
submission of sketch plans will now be re- 
quired only for projects which are not of this 
kind. But although sketch plans are still 
required for improvement projects at primary 
and secondary schools which are instalments 
of larger schemes, the procedure has been 
modified; sketch plans need be submitted 
once only for each school, so that a master 
plan of future developments can be agreed. 
Sketch plans need not be submitted for 
second or later instalments coming within 
the master plan. Further guidance on im- 
provement projects is in Circular 10/59 of 
September 3, 1959, entitled ‘ The remodelling 


of old schools.’

2. For extension projects (paragraph 15 of 
Circular 4/59) the appropriate costs per 
square foot will now be 75s. for most pro- 
jects, and 77s. 6d. where, at the Minister's 
discretion, a higher rate is allowed for the 
more expensive types of accommodation.

4. Until further notice, the limit of net 
cost per place for schools of this type (para- 
graph 14 of Circular 4/59) will be £300. 


Further Education Projects 


5. Until further notice, the appropriate 
costs per square foot will be as follows: 

(a) Workshop accommodation. 

70s. per sq. ft. net. 

(b) Other accommodation. 

90s. per sq. ft. net for buildings which con- 
tain a complete range of all types of accom- 
modation, and 80s. per sq. ft. net for projects 
which consist entirely (or almost entirely) of 
administrative, communal and non-specialist 
teaching accommodation (e.g., Colleges of 
Art or Commerce and ad hoc additions to 
existing buildings). 

Instalments of projects which, if built as 
a whole, would qualify for 90s. per sq. ft. 
will be allowed the higher rate even though 
they contain solely accommodation of the 
less expensive type. But authorities will be 
expected to plan the disposition of cost over 
the scheme as a whole so as to allocate a 
higher cost per . ft. to the expensive 
accommodation, and a lower cost per square 
foot to the less expensive parts of the build- 
ing, within an overall figure of 90s. per sq. ft. 

6. Circular 303 is cancelled, and paragraphs 
104 and 107 of Building Bulletin No. 5 (third 
edition) should be amended to conform with 
paragraph 5 above.

‘Training Colleges for Teachers’ and

Architecture and the Church 


Disappointing British Contribution to Church Architecture 


From a Correspondent 


A Two-Day conference held in London 
under the auspices of ‘ Christian Team- 
work,’ on March 4 and 5, gave valuable 
endorsement to the conclusions of the 
1959 Bossey Conference. Last May, 
representatives of ten European countries 
and.of the USA had met at the Ecumeni- 
cal Institute of the World Council of 
Churches at Bossey, Geneva, and after a 
week’s study of the problems of contem- 
porary church building, had agreed upon 
a thirteen-point statement on architec- 
ture in relation to the needs of the 
Christian Church. 

Under the chairmanship of Mr. Edward 
D. Mills, CBE, FRIBA, who was one of 
the participants of the earlier conference, 
about eighty architects and clergymen 
representing most denominations outside 
Roman Catholicism discussed the art of 
church building against the general 
background provided by the Bossey 
Statement. 

It has to be admitted as part of the 
background of the conference that the 
contribution of this country in the field of 
contemporary church architecture has so 
far proved disappointing. Today, success- 
ful new buildings are all too rare and 
the best of them need wide publicity and 
careful study. A small exhibition was 
arranged at the conference which gave 
architects the opportunity of showing 
and discussing examples of their own 
work. 


Architect-Church Relationship 


The conference studied the problems 
of church design first from the point of 
view of the Church as client and secondly 
from the side of the architect. Both had 
plenty to say about the shortcomings of 
the other but, surprisingly, there was no 
opposition whatever to the Bossey thesis 
that a good church building is the work 
of a single designer and that good 
churches are not built by members of 
the clergy or even by committees. This 
salutary recognition of the architect’s 
function informed the whole study of the 
architect-church relationship. 

The REV. GILBERT COPE pointed out that 
new architectural forms arising from new 
materials and building techniques made 
it possible for architecture to assume an 
important role in the current movement 
towards liturgical reform, but the archi- 
tect must understand what it was all 
about. The REV. DOUGLAS WOLLEN 
reminded the conference that the Church 
had managed for centuries with no 
special buildings at all. Simplicity was 
the keynote of what nonconformists 
required. He had no use for symbolism 
and was suspicious of architects who 
specialised in churches. He looked for 
architects who had built useful things 
like laboratories or bridges. They would 
understand what was required. ‘ Don’t 
bother about atmosphere,’ he implored 
his audience. ‘It would probably be a 
bad one if you do. The barnier the 
better; the more ecclesiastical the worse.’ 


He wondered why there were so few good 
modern churches but found no shortage 
of bad buildings for other functions; a 
wave across the river to the South Bank 
and he assured us that only original sin 
could explain the tower of Babel now 
nearing completion on the site which held 
such promise in 1951. If there was one 
thing we needed today it was architec- 
tural criticism! 

This awareness of architectural values 
was perhaps to have been expected from 
the clergy attending this conference, but 
when the architects’ turn came to des- 
cribe their experience of church work 
there was little praise for the role per- 
formed by church authorities and com- 
mittees of any denomination, MR. PAUL 
MAUGER, FRIBA, quoting Ernesto Rogers’s 
definition of the client as the person 
‘without whom, and very often even 
with whom, architecture was impossible.’ 


Putting Ideas Across 


MR. GEORGE PACE, FRIBA, described his 
uwn technique for putting ideas across to 
his clients. Briefly, his method is to 
sketch out preliminary designs in the 
clients’ presence and persuade them to 
make their own model, thus encouraging 
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them to identify themselves more closely 
with the development of a project. It 
was extremely difficult to maintain a 
design intact through all the inevitable 
negotiations with different authorities, 
but his methods helped to achieve this 
and he found it essential to allow very 
adequate time for the design of a church 
in consultation with its clergy. 

MR. MAUGER emphasised the need for 
humility in the architect’s approach and 
the possibilities arising from an imagina- 
tive use of structural elements. He had 
no quarrel with cost limitations but 
agreed that time limits were unaccept- 
able. He deplored the use of unintel- 
ligible symbolism that could not function 
as a direct channel of communication 
between the architect and congregation. 

It became only too clear in the con- 
ference discussions that there was at 
present an almost complete lack of 
understanding between the Church and 
the designer. There is a real need for 
more information, which might be sup- 
plied either by a central committee in 
each denomination or by _ advisory 
authorities. At present, in the Church 
of England, each parish is free to com- 
mission its own designs and to choose its 
architect. The diocesan advisory com- 
mittees have no official function in rela- 
tion to the design of new churches and 
there is no official directive on matters 
of liturgical planning. 


Team-work in Building 
The Need for Collaboration at an Early Stage 


A ONE-DAY CONFERENCE on ‘ Team-Work 
in Building’ was held at Cambridge on 
April 1. It was organised by the Eastern 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
for the Eastern Counties Joint Consulta- 
tive Board of Architects, Quantity Sur- 
veyors and Builders. Mr. L. H. Caston. 
FRICS, was in the chair. 

The morning session began with a 
paper by MR. C. A. W. HARMER, OBE, who 
spoke on the requirements of the client 
from the industrialist’s point of view. 
He was quite critical of the building team 
and felt that the industry might well copy 
some of the dynamic methods used in 
engineering for expediting production. 
He said that in his experience few build 
ings were completed at the estimated cost 
in the projected time and an industrialist 
had to reckon with the fact that delays 
meant a large amount of expensive plant 
and materials lying idle. Referring to 
the architectural profession, Mr. Harmer 
said that it made no attempt to keep 
industrialists informed. 


The Role of the Architect 


The next speaker, MR. E. D. JEFFERISS 
MATHEWS, OBE, FRIBA, a Member of the 
National Joint Consultative Committee, 
submitted a paper on the role of the 
architect. He felt that one of the troubles 
in which the architect found himself was 
brought about by confusion of responsi- 
bilities. An architect on a project was 
responsible primarily for design, but he 
also had to be a leader to see his design 
through at all its stages. As far as the 


architect’s relations with the client were 
concerned. Mr. Mathews said that what 
he should do was obtain basic informa- 
tion and then guide his client in the 
matter of design. 

There was a need, the speaker con 
tinued, for accurate initial costing at an 
early stage; quantity surveyors should 
be better informed. The builder should 
be brought into discussions at an early 
stage in order to relieve the architect of 
the necessity of dealing with the details 
of assembly. 

The afternoon session began with a 
paper by MR. E. NORMAN HARRIS, FRICS, 
who dealt with the function of the quan- 
tity surveyor. The first duty of the 
quantity surveyor, he said, was to keep 
costs under constant surveillance, but 
the actual control was the province of 
the client and the architect. 


The Builder’s Responsibilities 

The conference was concluded by a 
paper from MR. T. V. PROSSER, FIOB, 
who spoke of the needs and responsibili- 
ties of the builder. Mr. Prosser said that 
it was difficult to get proper team-work 
under a competitive tendering system. 
Team-work underlined the need for the 
industry to produce _properly-trained 
executives. At the pre-contract stage, 
the builder required the fullest documen- 
tation and there was an urgent need for 
the estimator to know the full pro- 
gramme. More time should be allowed 
for tendering and bills of quantities 
should be fully annotated.

From Our Own 


Training for Apprentices 
ANNOUNCING that he was proposing to set 
up a number of classes in Government 
training centres to provide first-year 
apprenticeship training, MR. EDWARD 
HEATH, Minister of Labour, said the 
establishment of classes in engineering 
had been agreed by employers and trade 
unions in that industry. ‘I propose to 
extend the scheme to other trades and I 
am already in touch with the building 
industry,’ he added. 

Mr. Heath said the training would only 
be given to boys accepted as apprentices 
by firms and preference would be given 
to boys from firms which had hitherto 
found it impracticable to undertake 
apprenticeship training or to increase 
their present number of apprentices. No 
charge would be made for the training 
provided, but employers taking part in the 
scheme would be required to give an 
undertaking to pay the wages of appren- 
tices during the year, and to continue 
the boy’s training afterwards under the 
normal industrial arrangements, The 
usual provision for day release would 
apply during the year. 

This scheme had been approved as a 
whole by the British Employers’ Con- 
federation and the Trades Union Con- 
gress. The first training places would be 
available early this summer at eight 
Government training centres. He ex- 
pected to set up classes at other centres 
later this year, making a total of some 300 
training places. 

He concluded: ‘ This scheme will not in 
itself make a large numerical contribution 
to the expansion of training for skilled 
occupations during the “ bulge” years. 
It is intended primarily as a demonstra- 
tion of a pattern of training which should 
appeal particularly to the smaller firms 
with only limited opportunities for under- 
taking training themselves. I hope that 
in this way the scheme will encourage 
industry to increase its intake of young 
people into skilled occupations.’ 

Replying to questions, Mr. Heath said 
that the first centres at which it was in- 
tended to set up classes were at Aintree, 
Birmingham, Bristol, Cardiff, Hillington 
(Glasgow), Leeds, Letchworth and Long 
Eaton. 


Fire Prevention Powers, 
Scotland 


MR. HANNAN asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland on April 12 if he was satis- 
fied that adequate powers were possessed 
by his Department, or by local authorities, 
to enforce proposals made by firemasters 
for improved fire precautions and protec- 
tion for life and property in their area. 
MR. J. S. MACLAY.—‘I have no general 
powers to enforce proposals made by fire- 
masters for improved fire precautions and 
protection. Local authorities and Dean of 
Guild courts have powers of control over 
plans of new buildings ; and local authori- 
ties will have additional powers extending 
to existing buildings when the new build- 
ing code comes into force under the 
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Building (Scotland) Act, 1959. In the par- 
ticular case of factories, further powers 
will also be available to fire authorities 
and to the Minister of Labour when the 
relevant provisions of the Factories Act, 
1959, come into operation.’ 

MR. HANNAN. Does not that mean that 
at the moment there are no powers and 
have not been powers to see that sug- 
gested improvements are undertaken? 
Will you make inquiries of local authori- 
ties about who is the responsible official 
in their areas? In some places it is the 
firemaster, in others it is the master of 
works and in others the police.’ 

MR. MACLAY Said the position was com- 
plex. The Dean of Guild courts had clear 
powers in this respect and he would 
think over what Mr. Hannan had said. 


Fires in Glasgow Warehouses 


MR. JOHN RANKIN asked the Secretary of 
State if he was aware that recently in 
fairly close sequence there had been three 
serious fires in bonded warehouses in 
Glasgow with consequential loss of life 
and property; and, in view of these facts, 
if he would hold an inquiry to see what 
steps can be taken for the future protec- 
tion of the public against such outbreaks, 
and what connection there was between 
them. 

MR. J. S. MACLAY.—‘ Yes. I fully appre- 
ciate the anxiety that has been caused by 
the three serious fires in warehouses in 
Glasgow in the past few weeks. The cir- 
cumstances in which they occurred are 
still being investigated by the fire brigade 
and by the police, and a public inquiry 
will be: held under the Fatal Accidents 
Inquiry (Scotland) Acts into the deaths 
that occurred in the course of the third 
fire. I shall review the position when 
the investigations and inquiry referred to 
have been completed.’ 

MR. RANKIN asked if methods of fire pre- 
vention, such as insulation, etc., would be 
inquired into, and MR. MACLAY said he 
could not dictate the course of the 
inquiry before going into further detail. 


Other Business 
Housing Densities 


MR. MARTIN LINDSAY asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, on 
March 29, whether he would require local 
authorities to produce figures of housing 
waiting lists in conjunction with their de- 
velopment plans, and whether he would 
reject development plans where the 
housing density was too low to make an 
adequate reduction in the housing list. 
MR. BROOKE wrote: ‘It is already the 
practice that local planning authorities 
include an assessment of housing need in 
the data they submit to me with their 
development plans. Where it seems to me 
right to do so, I modify development 
plans so as to provide for a higher den- 
sity ; but before insisting on higher densi- 
ties I must take into consideration the 
general character of the area and indeed 
the feelings of those who live there.’ 


Safety in Civil Engineering 


MR. ORAM aSked the Minister of Labour 
on April 11 when he expected to lay 
before the House the safety regulations 
for constructional and civil engineering. 

MR. PETER THOMAS, Parliamentary 
Secretary, wrote: ‘Two sets of pre- 
liminary draft regulations have already 
been issued to interested organisations 
for comment and the third and final set is 
in course of preparation. These drafts 
have to be discussed with many of the 
organisations concerned and thereafter to 
be published as statutory drafts, follow- 
ing which, after we have considered any 
objections, the Minister will be able to 
make the regulations. It is impossible to 
forecast how long this will take, but the 
Minister intends to proceed as quickly 
as possible and hopes to lay the first regu- 
lations before the House before the end 
of the year.’ 

MR. THOMAS added that the safety 
regulations the Minister was proposing 
to make would apply to all workers 
in constructional and civil engineering, 
and that many of the requirements would 
have a direct bearing on the safety of 
steel erectors. 


New Accommodation for MPs 


MR. CHARLES PANNELL asked the Minis- 
ter of Works on April 12 whether he 
would have plans and models prepared 
setting out his ultimate objective for the 
future development of buildings for the 
use of members of the House of Com- 
mons, and MRS. CASTLE asked the Minis- 
ter for copies of his pians for making 
additional secretarial accommodation 
available under the roof of the Palace of 
Westminster. 

LORD JOHN HOPE.‘ I hope to exhibit a 
model, plans and other particulars of the 
scheme for providing additional accom- 
modation in the roof space over the 
Committee Rooms after the Easter 
Recess. In due course, I will also provide 
information about long-term proposals 
for providing additional accommodation 
for members, but I cannot yet say when 
I shall be in a position to do this.’ 


Special Act Suggested 


MR. CHARLES PANNELL asked the 
Minister of Works, on April 12, whether, 
in view of the delays which would be 
involved in acquiring premises in the 
Bridge-street area for the future use of 
the House of Commons through the 
medium of the planning powers of the 
London County Council, he would pro- 
ceed instead by special Act of Parliament. 

LORD JOHN HOPE,— While my present 
view is that little or no time would be 
saved by special legislation, I would be 
prepared to consider it later if it appears 
advantageous.’ 

MR. PANNELL said that until the LCC 
was in being, Parliament had always pro- 
ceeded by special Act to increase its 
precincts. Parliament-square was altered 
by special Act in 1949. Generally speak- 
ing, the House should plan the precincts 
around it and not necessarily leave that 
matter to a special committee of a local 
authority. 

LORD JOHN HOPE said all these factors 
would be taken into account, but which- 
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ever way they did it there must inevitably 
be a lot of other people to be considered. 
Whatever they did it would take time. 


Railways into Roads 


SIR FRANK MARKHAM asked the Minister 
of Transport, on April 1, for details of 
the six schemes for converting abandoned 
railway lines into roadways or to other 
purposes. 

MR. ERNEST MARPLES' wrote.— The 
current proposals relate to the following 
routes: 

1. Part of the reconstruction of the Heads 
of the Valleys Road, A.465 (5 miles of track 
between Dowlais Top Junction and Tafarnau- 


bach and between Tafarnau-bach and Beau- 
fort). 

2. The Monmouth (Gibraltar and Mitchel 
Troy) Diversion on A.40 (approx. 14 miles of 
track near Mitchel Troy). 


3. An improved route for A.17 from near 
Sutton Bridge, Holland, to the Norfolk /Hol- 
land County Boundary and from there to the 
Borough of Kings Lynn by-passing Cross 
Keys, Terrington St. Clement and Clench- 
warton (approximately 9 miles along part 
of the route of the Midland and Great 
Northern Joint Railway). 


4. The improvement to A.470 between 
Tongwynlais and Abercynon (approximately 
14 miles on sections of line at Tongwynlais 
and between Upper Boat and Rhyd-y-felin). 

5. Buckden flyover on the Great North 
Road between A.1 and A.141 using a section 
of railway line already bridged by the trunk 
road (approximately 4 mile). 


6. Part of the Darlington By-Pass (approx. 
4 miles of the disused Merrybent branch 
line). An additional mile of railway line will 
be used if possible modifications at the 
southern end of this by-pass and a realign- 
ment of the Barton By-pass are adopted.’ 


Grants for Horticultural Buildings 


The Horticulture Improvement Scheme, 
which stems from the Horticulture Act 
which recently received the Royal Assent, 
has been approved in both Houses. It 
provides for one-third Government grants 
towards the cost of improved facilities 
for the storage and preparation for mar- 
ket of horticultural produce. In the 
House of Lords on April 12, EARL WALDE- 
GRAVE, Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry 
of Agriculture, said it was clear a lively 
interest was being shown by horticul- 
turists. Up to the previous night over 
1,200 inquiries and more than 80 appli- 
cations had been received. 


Demolitions at Euston Station 


LORD FARINGDON asked the Government 
in the House of Lords on April 13 
whether it was a fact that the British 
Transport Commission had served on the 
planning authority (the LCC) a notice of 
intention to demolish the Doric ‘arch’ 
and the Great and Shareholders’ Halls at 
Euston station, which was a listed build- 
ing. 

The EARL OF DUNDEE, Minister without 
Portfolio.— Yes, formal notice was given 
to the LCC on February 17 of intention 
to demolish these listed buildings. I 
understand that the council are obtaining 
independent advice on the need to 
demolish the Great Hall and adjoining 
Shareholders’ Room, and the commission 
are co-operating in this inquiry. The 
council are also exploring the possibility 
of re-erecting the Doric “ arch” on a new 
site. The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government is keeping in touch with 
developments.’ 


Committee on Noise 


MR. NABARRO asked the Minister of 
Health, as representing the Minister for 
Science, on April 13 to give the names of 
those who would serve on the committee 
to consider noise and its effects. 


MR. WALKER-SMITH wrote.—‘As I have 
already announced, the terms of reference 
are “to examine the nature, sources and 
effects of the problem of noise, and to 
advise what further measures can be 
taken to mitigate it.”’ The Minister of 
Science has appointed 12 members to this 
Committee under the chairmanship of 
Mr. A. H. Wilson, FRS, deputy chairman, 
Courtaulds, Ltd. The following are their 
names:

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Securing Tipping Vehicles 
Warning Light System 


DRIVERS inadvertently driving with tipper 
bodies raised have caused a number of 
accidents in the past, some fatal, when 
vehicles have struck overhead power 
lines, buildings and bridges. A warning 
system has been developed by Pilot 
Works, Ltd., Bolton, Lancs, to safeguard 
against the driver of a tipping lorry 
moving his vehicle away with the body 
fully or partially elevated. 

The system is particularly simple and 
is being fitted by Pilot on request. It is 
a warning-lamp system, which clearly 
indicates to the driver in his cab when the 
body has started to elevate. 

The Pilot system consists of a weather 
proof switch fitted to the outside of the 
chassis frame midway between the rear 
hinge bar and the back of the cab. This 
switch is operated by a ‘striker’ in the 
form of a piece of angle-iron bolted to 
one of the body corners. The limit 
switch used is a Crabtree 14042/15 unit. 

It has been found advisable to fit the 
warning lamp in the cab’s fascia panel, or 
as near as possible to the normal line of 
vision. To minimize the danger arising 
from bulb failure, a rear-lamp assembly 
containing two bayonet sockets wired in 
parallel is used. The system can be fitted- 
up in just over one hour. 


Fuel Efficiency and Power Exhibition 


Emphasis on Economy and Labour Saving Devices 


A LARGE NUMBER of firms are exhibiting at 
the Fuel Efficiency and Power for Industry 
Exhibition, which is to be held at 
Olympia from April 27 to May 6. Empha- 
sis seems likely to be given to economy in 
fuel and labour saving devices. The 
NATIONAL COAL BOARD, for instance, are 
showing their new ‘ Trianco’ automatic 
feed boiler which can operate unattended 
for long periods. It has an automatic 
fuel feed, by conveyor, and the fire grates 
are cleaned automatically after a speci- 
fied period of combustion.

REAPING THE HARVEST 


Albert Head, Ltd., faced with the need to reorganise a business structure 
quite unsuited to the firm's development from a small concern to one 
employing 200 or so men, called in the Building Advisory Service whose 
head. Mr. Cecil A. Francis, has been describing the steps taken to streamline 


methods. 
tackle the matter of incentives 


In this, the final instalment, Albert and his young co-directors 
Earlier instalments appeared in ‘ The 


Builder’ of January 15, 29, February 12, 26, March 11, 25 and April 8. A 
reprint of the articles in booklet form is under consideration. 


GANG TIME SHEETS had been flowing into 
the planning office for over six months, 
and the office now had details of the 
hours taken for practically every piece 
of work done during the period. There 
were so many that Thomas had only been 
able to sort and file them under crafts 
and type of work. If William Head, or 
any of his estimators, wanted guidance 
on a labour constant, they would refer to 
the file and sift out the figures they 
required. In some cases, this proved to 
be a long and laborious job, and it was 
quite understandable that, when a young 
surveyor returned from his national ser- 
vice, William suggested he might be put 
to work sorting out the results. This was 
agreed, and ‘young Peter” became the 
assistant to Jim Thomas. 

In practice the working was slightly 
different from that envisaged. Peter cer- 
tainly did the sorting out of the data, but 
also gave Thomas a hand with planning. 
This gave Thomas time to examine the 
results of Peter’s work, and arbitrate on 
the variations which were natural be- 
tween various gangs, conditions, weather, 
etc. 

Work Values for Trades 

At the end of a couple of months they 
had a really solid file of work values for 
every trade. They had the foresight to 
use pencil to mark in their figures, just in 
case any were later proved to be wide of 
the mark. Some trades had submitted 
widely different times for what, on the 
surface, was the same work. In cases like 
this. Thomas had often to make a quite 
arbitrary decision, wishing that all fore- 
men had been like Brown, who regularly 
assessed his results, and added notes 
about unusual conditions. 

Thomas spoke to Albert Head about 
this : he thought it would be a good idea 
if they had a work-study engineer who 
could accurately measure some of these 
jobs. Albert, who was at the time half- 
way through reading ‘Introduction to 
Work Study,’ replied that he thought 
there might be something in it, and 
would think further about it. A week 
later he sent for Thomas, and the con- 
versation was roughly: 

A.H.: What do you know about 
Work Study, Thomas? 

J.T.: Not much, sir, I just know the 
outline of it. You examine a job and 
try to find a better method. Then 
you time it, and fix a standard time 
that the average operative could do 
comfortably. I believe that part is 
rather tricky, as they say you should 


have bags of training before you set 
standards. 

A.H.: That’s the bit I'm worried 
about. I’ve been reading this book, 
and it says the same thing. I think it 
is mumbo-jumbo! If I go on the site 
and watch Dick and Harry fixing 
some joists, I can say a fair time for 
that job is two days. This book 
reckons that is just a guess. They say 
that you should buy a stop-watch and 
record every second spent on the job. 
This gives you a correct basis and you 
reason it out. Dick and Harry took 
18 hours to do the job, but they didn’t 
work too hard, so let’s deduct 4, 
which gives us 12 hours. Also, of 
course, Dick is getting on; Harry is 
no youngster either, so they are not 
average, so let’s knock off another 4, 
which brings it down to eight hours. 
On the other hand Dick has had a 
lifetime’s experience; Harry is pretty 
good too, so we ought to double it 
for an average joiner, that gives us, 
where are we, 16 hours. While we 
were watching, there were a lot of 
breaks when they did nothing, which 
add up to 90 minutes. Knock these 
off and it leaves us with 144 hours. 
The book says they will get tired and 
we should give them something for 
that; better give them an hour—15} 
hours. That may be a bit drastic so 
we had better put on 1 hour, 16}. 
They work 17 hours in two days and 
it’s a pound to a penny they will spend 
that odd half-hour clearing up, so we 
had better say 17 hours. That, they 
say, is now a scientific fact. It seems 
a daft way to try and save an hour. 

].T: If you put it like that, sir, I 
agree. I do think, however, you 
should talk to BAS about it. Every- 
body seems to be taking it up. Some 
of the chaps on the planning course 
had been to a work study course, and 
said it made you think. 

A.H.: When will your work value 
register be complete? 

J.T.: I don’t suppose it will ever 
be complete, but it covers most things 
now and seems reasonably reliable. 

A.H.: O.K. Thomas, thanks for 
your help.

Albert was asked if he appreciated that 
the ability of the men to earn bonus 
would depend not only on their own 
efforts, but also on the way the job was 
organised. Yes, he did appreciate that. 
and, as most of their running contracts 
were planned, and every new job would 
be, he thought management was pulling 
its weight. ‘* Of course,’ he added, ‘ there 
are still one or two general foremen who 
have got to pull their socks up.’ 

The various basic principles of incen- 
tive bonus were discussed, and one by 
one agreed. Targets would be set in 
hours, rather than in money. Albert was 
against this until Tom pointed out that 
if targets were in money every target 
would need to be altered, if the operatives 
got a wage increase next February. 

The scheme should be simple enough 
to be understood by the operatives, and 
that they would be able to check their 
bonus earnings. Agreed by everyone 
without discussion. : 


Bonus Paid With Earnings 


Bonus to be paid with the wages for 
the week in which it was earned. Tom 
doubted if this could be done, but was 
shown how it could be achieved, pro- 
vided they agreed on certain other points. 

Targets would be set for tasks, rather 
than a unit of measurement; they would 
be pre-measured and issued before work 
commenced. The tasks should not exceed 
three days’ work and, if at all possible, be 
less. Thomas could see lots of work 
coming towards him, and jibbed. When 
he realised that most of these tasks 
would already have been measured for 
planning purposes, he withdrew his 
objections, but still felt uneasy. 

Although bonus would be paid on 
tasks, gains and losses on the week 
would be balanced. Any hours on un- 
finished operations would be brought for- 
ward to the following week. If opera- 
tions were kept small, carry forward 
figures should not exceed about two days. 

‘What percentage of savings are we 
going to pay the operative?” This is the 
point on which management usually asks 
the specialist for advice, but Albert had 
made up his mind. ‘ 100 per cent,’ he said 
firmly. Tom and everybody else were 
speechless for a moment, and Albert took 
the advantage to get in quick. ‘I have 
worked it out,’ he said. ‘If our opera- 
tives work hard and earn 30 per cent 
bonus we shall get a normal year’s work 
done in 8 months. Therefore in 12 
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months we will do what has previously 
taken us 18 months. Our usage of 
materials will be up 50 per cent per 
annum, and we will get 2} per cent cash 
discount on that; the margin on p.c. sums 
and nominated sub-contractors should 
also be half as much again, and if you 
don’t think that will pay for the extra 
clerk or two, don’t forget we will save 
one third of our part of National 
Insurance, HWP, travel time and super- 
vision.’ 

Brave words, but nevertheless true. 
100 per cent it was, with Tom’s remark 
to his father—‘ Don’t forget it was you 
who made the decision.’ Albert just 
grunted. 

Were they going to discuss this with 
the local union officials? ‘ Discuss?’ 
queried Albert, ‘we will draw up the 
scheme and send them a copy——we are 
giving the men everything.” But Tom 
came back: ‘Could we not draw up the 
scheme, call it a “ draft,” let them have 
a copy and at the same time ask them if 
they would like to discuss it with you 
or me?’ 

The scheme was drawn up, and a draft 
copy sent to the unions concerned. Maybe 
it was the 100 per cent, but only one 
union had anything to comment upon. 
They wanced one bonus for everybody on 
the site. As a little give and take, they 
would settle for one bonus for each craft 
on a site. Albert went red and said 
they would be more help to their mem- 
bers if they checked to see the targets 
were fair, but he supposed they had 
already made up their minds that they 
were unfair. Tom stepped in, and invited 
the union official to come around a few 
sites, and see what his members thought. 
The first visit was the last. When asked 
if they wanted .a collective bonus for the 
three gangs on the site, the reply—minus 
the adjectives—-was, ‘ No, we do far more 
than the other two gangs, and why 
should the others get the benefit?’ They 
even ventured the forecast that one gang 
would never earn a sausage! Albert 
never knew if it was just a matter of 
chance that Tom went to this gang first! 


Putting the Scheme Over ! 


Having settled that, foremen and 
general foremen were brought into the 
office, and the scheme explained to them. 
They were given a copy for their own 
guidance, and a copy was to be put in 
every pay packet the following week. 
They were told the nice parts first and 
then got their warnings. On the intro- 
duction of incentives, the first reaction 
was quantity before quality. Bonus 
would only be pzid on work passing 
inspection, and that was their responsi- 
bility. For the next month, inspection 
was to be as tight as possible, and any 
suspicion of bad work reported to the 
GF. In that time the men would learn 
that it was usually quicker to do it right 
for the first time, rather than take it 
down and re-do the work. 

They were also told that this was far 
too big an operation to be put into effect 
throughout the firm at one time. As each 
new contract was started, it would go 
‘on bonus,’ and if it could be managed, 
on existing contracts; a trade starting 
there would also go on. Other sites 


would be put on as fast as possible. 

As a result of the discussion which fol- 
lowed, it was also agreed that general 
foremen should have the right to give up 
to 5 per cent increase on a target if con- 
ditions were bad. They would also have 
authority to give ‘spot’ targets for odd 
jobs not lasting more than one day. 

Three weeks later, a new contract 
started. Fortunately, it was a _ nice 
straightforward simple warehouse. During 
the week, everybody avoided any men- 
tion of ‘ incentives,’ but on the following 
Monday mostly found some excuse to 
wander into Jim Thomas's office. What 
an anti-climax—there had only been four 
men on the site. Three had put up site 
huts and done some clearing of the site, 
and, according to the records, had earned 
5 per cent bonus. This amount was up 
for arbitration. On site hut and shed 
erection they had earned 25 per cent, but 
lost most of it on clearing. In addition, 
they complained that as there were only 
five of them (including the GF), there was 
no tea-boy and one of the gang had to 
brew tea. Tom Head decided on the 
spot to allow 4 an hour a day for brewing. 
He also appreciated that ‘ clearing’ was 
difficult to predetermine, and, after a con- 
ference with the general foreman, allowed 
them an additional 4 hours. The gang 
was quite happy with 20 per cent bonus. 


Settling ‘ Moans’ 


The digger driver had a different moan. 
He had earned 20 per cent, but com- 
plained that because the lorries removing 
the spoil were hired, the drivers would 
not hurry themselves. If they had got a 
move on, he would have earned 30 or 40 
per cent. Tom Head rather sarcastically 
told him he should have made it worth 
while to the drivers out of his bonus 
and then regretted it. He also realised 
that it was not really his job to be settling 
details on the site, but could not go back 
to his contract manager without a solu- 
tion. He worked out how many loads 
they had taken away the previous week. 
and went back to the office to discuss it 
with the contract manager. If the drivers 
thought they had done a fair week’s work, 
‘should we give them ls. a load over 
this number?” The contract manager 
had no objections, and was left with the 
job of making the necessary arrange- 
ments. Unfortunately for him, the lorry 
drivers being specialists, knew more 
about the economics of shifting muck 
than he did. They told him they took 
sixteen loads away in a day, so it cost 
him about 8s. 6d. a load. If they took 
eighteen loads, they would get 2s., but 
he would get his muck shifted for 7s. 6d. 
a load—they would settle for 2s. 6d. a 
load over 16. Some quick mental arith- 
metic by the contract manager told him 
it would still only come out a fraction 
over 7s. 8d., and the deal was closed. 

Although the concreting gang moved 
in the following week, Thomas thought 
the progress with the scheme was too 
slow. Joiners were moving into one job, 
and painters into another. On both jobs 
there was a site clerk who would do most 
of the work, so Thomas went to town and 
put them on bonus. From the word ‘ go,’ 
everything happened. The clerk of works 
did not like the shade of paint, and 
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stopped the job until the architect gave 
his approval. The joinery shop fell down 
on deliveries; the cement silo jammed 
and-took a couple of hours to free; one of 
the concreting gang took a day off, and 
upset the balance of the team. Naturally, 
everybody rang up Thomas, who had the 
calls transferred to the contract manager, 
who in turn passed then to Tom Head. 
As a result he quickly brought in a new 
bonus principle: if waiting time was 
management’s fault, it would be paid for 
at the rate of bonus paid for working 
time; if the operatives’ fault, just plain 
basic. Fair enough, but they are still try- 
ing to settle the blame for the 
jamming!

Incentives’ Effect on Efficiency 


Every scheme has its teething troubles. 
They cause endless worry, alarm and des- 
pondency for a time, but fortunately soon 
die away. They do however, show up 
what is actually happening, the time and 
money which is constantly being lost and 
passing unnoticed. Because this now 
affects the operatives’ pockets, they shout, 
whereas before, it was no concern of 
theirs. What is probably even more im- 
portant, the general foreman has no 
option but to allow the details of this 
lost time to go forward to the office—it 
just cannot be hidden. Hence his incen- 
tive to prevent it happening. 

The organisation of Albert Head, Ltd., 
was by now beginning to function rea- 
sonably smoothly and efficiently. Wil- 
liam’s fears of having to expand his de- 
partment to cope with procuring extra 
work were groundless. He found that 
having facts on which to base his esti- 
mates, and the reduced overhead rates 


due to speeding up the rate of building, 


tended to reduce prices. As a result he 
was now getting one job for every four 
tenders, against his previous one in nine. 
He must have been happy about it, for his 
next planning job was a honeymoon! 

Albert too, was looking to the future. 
In two years he would be 65. He did not 
want to retire, but just to take it easy. 
He could promote himself to chairman, 
move Tom up to MD, and they now knew 
enough about organisation to deal with 
the other positions. The only thing which 
was necessary was to provide training 
during the next two years for the people 
who would be moved. This applied right 
down the line, from Tom Head to the 
craft foreman, who would be made a GF. 

Apart from that, he decided, he would 
ask BAS to return and put in a scheme of 
management accounting, when the time 
was ripe. For the present, Albert says his 
existing returns tell him that they are 
well up on all previous years, and thank 
his lucky stars and BAS for giving him 
the courage to increase his overheads 
when his natural inclination would have 
been to reduce them. 

AUTHOR’S NOTE: Reading over this 
series, it would appear that consultants 
are a cross between super-men and magi- 
cians. This is not so. They are quite 
normal, usually likeable human beings, 
trained and having the time to think 
logically rather than emotionally. In the 
case of BAS, they have the added advan- 
tage of practically a lifetime’s experience 
in the building industry.

Planning for High Densities 


A TALK on the housing situation in Hong 
Kong was given recently at the Housing 
Centre by MR. W. E. COLLARD, Secretary 
of the Hong Kong Housing Authority. It 
brought into perspective the immense 
problems involved in housing the over- 
crowded communities of this tiny colony. 
Apart from the necessity of building 
entirely new accommodation for the 
thousands of ‘ squatters’ and people who 
live in overcrowded and sub-standard 
dwellings, there is the major problem of 
keeping pace with the increasing popula- 
tion caused both by natural growth and 
by immigration from the mainland. 


The density of population on the island 
alone offers a big challenge. The last 
census, taken in 1931, showed the popula- 
tion to be only 850,000; today it is esti- 
mated at 2,800,000 and this figure is 
growing at the rate of 80,000 per annum. 
All these people are crowded together 
in an area less than 15 miles square. In 
addition to this natural growth, the popu- 
lation has over the years increased 
because Hong Kong has been the tradi- 
tional shelter for refugees from China, 
fleeing from the Japanese in the Sino- 
Japanese war, and more recently from 
Communist oppression. An additional 
complication in the way of any attempt 
to deal with the great shortage of accom- 
modation was the destruction of many 
dwellings by bombing. 

*The majority of the population,’ said 
Mr. Collard, * live in tenements in grossly 
overcrowded and insanitary conditions. 
It is by no means unusual for families of 
four or more to live literally in a “ bed 
space,” sometimes in two to three tiers 
in the room. In the colony there are 
650 000 people who require to be re- 
housed in addition to the yearly increase 
in the population. New buildings are 
being constructed at the rate of 3,000 a 
year, but old property is also being 
demolished. This means that 4.000 new 
domestic premises are needed each year.’ 


Government Survey 


Mr. Collard stated that in 1956 the 
Government set up a committee to con- 
sider and report on the colony’s housing 
situation. The committee found that 
over 21 000 domestic premises were lack- 
ing in basic hygienic facilities and were 
a danger to the health of the inhabitants. 
The majority of families were each living 
in an area of not more than 120 sq. ft. 
and 79 per cent of them were sharing 
accommodation. The committee advo- 
cated a ten-year housing programme. 
Their recommendations were still being 
considered by the Government. 

In 1953, since private enterprise 
appeared to be doing very little to provide 
good housing at a reasonable rental, the 
Government decided to invest in low cost 
housing, but not so much as to dis- 
courage private enterprise from playing 
its part. The Hong Kong Housing 
Authority came into being in April, 1954, 
and was composed of all members of the 


Urban Council who were ex-officio mem- 
bers of the Authority, together with other 
persons appointed by the Government. 

‘The Authority,’ continued = Mr. 
Collard, ‘has wide powers; it functions 
as a commercial enterprise and it is laid 
down that the rents of the dwellings it 
provides must be sufficient to cover the 
outgoings. There are no building sub- 
sidies, but the ground rent charged to 
the authority is about one-third of the 
current market value. The ’ housing 
schemes evolved must receive the 
approval of the Government.’ 

Concurrently with the Housing 
Authority’s work, a large number of the 
bigger business houses had constructed 
living quarters for their employees. The 
Government had a scheme for assisting 
such enterprise. Many voluntary bodies, 
working under the same difficulties as the 
Authority, were also making a significant 
contribution to the solution of the hous- 
ing problem. The Authority had accepted 
the principle that the erection of multi- 
storey blocks of flats was the only prac- 
tical solution to the colony’s housing 
problem. They were now building up to 
20 storeys and Mr. Collard believed even 
higher blocks would eventually be con- 
structed. In Hong Kong densities of 1,500 
or more people to the acre had to be 
accepted, but even on this basis it was not 
easy to find sufficient land. 

The provision of self-contained flats 
to give a basic standard of accommoda- 
tion at a low economic rent was the 
policy. It had been found that the 
Authority’s tenants were drawn from 
almost every class of society. Schemes 
already completed and under construc- 
tion represented a capital investment of 
nearly $150m., but even this fell short of 
the housing needs. Finance was provided 
by loans amortised over 40 years from a 
development fund made available by the 
Government. Recently the interest rate 
on these loans had been increased from 
34 to 5 per cent, and the Authority had 
therefore decided that rents would be 
calculated on the basis of a 5 per cent 
per annum amortisation rate. 

The first estate was constructed on 
reclaimed land on the seafront at North 
Point. Here 1,955 flats were built on 64 
acres. This scheme included schools, 
shops, a clinic, a bus terminus and a com- 
munity centre. Each flat had uwuninter- 
rupted access to light and air. They were 
all self-contained and accommodated 
from three to eight people. Each had a 
living-dining room,*toilet, a share of a 
balcony and facilities for drying clothes. 
Lifts and refuse chutes were also installed. 
The total cost was just over £2m. 

The second estate was also on the sea- 
front, overlooking the harbour and occu- 
pied 34 acres on a very steep site. It 
consisted of 636 flats housing 4,300 people 
and a three-storey community centre. The 
flats housed from five to ten persons each 
but were of a simpler type than on the 
first estate although having much the 
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same facilities. A third scheme, now 
under construction, was sited on Kow- 
loon. It was probably the largest domestic 
housing development ever carried out in 
the Far East as an integrated scheme. It 
would house 32,300 people in 4,500 flats 
in blocks ranging from eight to sixteen 
storeys. The site had an area of 18 acres 
and the total capital cost would be $50m. 
A fourth estate, to be built on 26 acres, 
would comprise 7,620 flats, and house 
42,000 people in blocks of up to 22 
storeys. Another estate of roughly the 
same size was being constructed on the 
mainland. 


Mr. Collard also dealt with the rehous- 
ing activities of the Resettlement Depart- 
ment of the Government, which had 
decided to construct, out of public 
funds, large multi-storey estates. Each 
estate would house 300,000 ‘ squatters ’ 
in seven-storey blocks divided into rooms 
of a size ranging from 86 to 240 sq. ft. 
This department had another project for 
housing a further 250,000 people and was 
making by far the largest contribution to 
the housing problem in Hong Kong. 


Additions to Commercial 
Buildings 


Does Council’s Requirement to 
Provide Parking Facilities Apply? 
CENTRAL COMMERCIAL PROPERTIES, LTD., 
Dorland House, Regent-street, SW, 
appealed against Kingston Corporation’s 
refusal to allow two extra floors to be 
built over single-storey shops at 1 The 
Parade, London-road, and a planning 
inquiry was held at Kingston Guildhall 

recently. 


The point at issue was whether Surrey 
County Council’s rule that car-parking 
facilities must be provided with new 
shops, should apply to plans for altering 
existing buildings. The development will 
give space for offices, storage and lava- 
tories. 


MR. F. A. STOCKDALE, for the firm, said 
the rule should apply only to completely 
new buildings. It was not the traders’ 
responsibility to solve the town’s parking 
problems and the piecemeal provision 
suggested in this case was useless. MR. 
M. C. BROWN, managing director, said pro- 
vision for car parking had not been 
enforced when a women’s clothing store 
across the road was built. He said the site 
was in urgent need of improvement. 


MR. K. M. BEER, Borough Engineer, said 
that there was a constant trend to 
improve London-road and the council 
was also actively engaged in remedying 
the car parking situation. He said a strip 
13 ft. deep and stretching the length of 
the properties at the rear would provide 
parking for nine cars and would help to 
relieve congestion at the entrances to the 
car park at Fairfield. MR. W. E. VALLER, 
owner of 30 London-road, said although 
car-parking space was an important plan- 
ning consideration, business premises at 
the centre of the town were a first essen- 
tial. 


The Inspector conducting the inquiry 
visited the site, and the Minister’s deci- 
sion will be made known later. 





Expenditure on new factories in this country is running at a rate of between 
£250m. and £300m. per annum. After housing, which absorbs about £600m. 


annually, it is the largest category of building expenditure. 


We have in use 


a great deal of old factory space and in London and the Midlands alone about 
a sixth of the factories are more than 60 years old. Much of the old space 
and some of the new does not permit the development of modern production 
technology and is a drag upon the country’s efficiency. At a conference on 
cost control at the York Institute for Advanced Architectural Studies in 
July, 1959, Professor R. W. Revans gave it as his opinion that over 90 per 
cent of the industrial buildings within one mile of his University of Man- 
chester ‘ should be totally demolished without expectation of any salvage 


whatever.’ 


Mr. W. A. Allen, BArch, ARIBA, superintending architect at 


the Building Research Station, quoted these facts in a paper submitted to 


the Midlands Region of the Institution 


on April 7. Extracts from 


IT IS UNLIKELY to be disputed that think- 
ing about the design of production space 
should begin with operating and produc- 
tion requirements, which can _ con- 
veniently be divided as follows: arrange- 
ments for incoming and outgoing goods; 
the internal movement of goods and 
plant; the provision of processing aids 
and the removal of wastes; production 
requirements for structural spans, 
heights and load-bearing; air control; the 
efficiency and well-being of operatives; 
and protection against loss of production 
due to fire. 


There are a number of other important 
matters under which management has to 
consider its brief for design, but those 
mentioned are direct interests of produc- 
tion and handling engineers and include 
the decisive parameters of sound design 
for production space. 


The relation between access points and 
factory should be carefully considered. 
Too many roads can cut up a site badly

and waste valuable land, as well as run 
up costs. If access points are to have 
manned controls, there is an additional 
argument for cutting down their number, 
partly because of the cost of the build- 
ings but chiefly because of the cost of 
manpower. 

On the question of reception and des- 
patch arrangements, one has to decide 
whether to separate or associate them. 
Here again it seems safe to argue that, 
as a general rule, combination is likely 
to be the less expensive because it will 
minimise on roads, manpower, and 
handling gear. No doubt there will be 
occasions, especially in large establish- 
ments, where it will be preferable or 
necessary to put receipt and despatch in 
different places. 

The onload / offload arrangements 
present the next problem and are impor- 
tant because they affect the vital ques- 
tion of the floor-level. It has often been 
the practice to have a loading-dock raised 
approximately to the level of lorries and 
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railway wagon floors, for this probably 
seemed cheaper than lowering lorry 
standing areas or railway tracks, and is 
undoubtedly cheaper than raising the 
whole floor. If fork-truck handling is 
likely to be used in the factory then it is 
often valuable to have the floor at ground 
level so that the trucks can go in and out 
freely. At the same time it may be desir- 
able to be able to take trucks directly to 
the mouth of a lorry or even inside it, to 
minimise man-handling. 
Internal Circulation 

In single-story factories the question 
which chiefly affects the design of the 
building is the extent to which overhead 
circulation is likely to be required, and 
this can be divided into two parts, the 
use of conveyors and the use of cranes. 

Let it be assumed for the moment that 
cranes are not to be generally employed. 
The nature of the problem to be con- 
sidered then is a simple but important 
one—whether or not to make the clear 
height of the factory sufficient to allow 
conveyors and their loads to pass freely 
over plant and to cross other conveyors 
and obstacles. A 12 ft. or 14 ft. clear 
height virtually precludes overhead gear 
except of the lightest type, but 18 ft. per- 
mits it, and a choice between dimensions 
of this order has often to be made today. 

Decisions about cranes appear to 
present rather more difficulties in prac- 
tice than might have been expected. One 
of the difficulties sometimes is to decide 
on the lifting capacity, especially if there 
are occasional loads much in excess of 
the average. Another matter that has 
often to be considered is the possibility 
of transfers. It is one of the precepts of 


plant projecting, and windows for a view only. In

handling that when a load is lifted it 
should not be deposited or change hands 
until it is where the next work is to be 
done upon it. With certain types of crane 
it is not easy to make transfer arrange- 
ments and one is limited to movement 
back and forth along the bay. 

The outstanding matter requiring a 
clear-cut decision is whether provision 
is to be made for using fork-lift trucks 
for handling goods on upper floors. The 
answer to this affects the design and cost 
of the building considerably, because 
without trucks, floors would normally be 
designed for loadings only up to a maxi- 
mum of about 250 Ib. per sq. ft., while if 
trucks are to be permitted then loadings 
in excess of the equivalent of 750 Ib. per 
sq. ft. would have to be the basis of 
design. If more than one truck is likely 
to be employed per floor and if storage 
is to take place on an upper floor, then 
the weight of stores plus the loaded truck 
addressing the stack may become the 
critical factor, unless the whole is 
designed for the conjunction of two 
trucks. 

The vertical movement of goods is, of 
course, the point where operating 
efficiency usually comes up against its 
greatest difficulties in multi-storey fac- 
tories. Various kinds of plant are in 
existence for the purpose, but the impres- 
sion one forms is that it is not often 
regarded as giving the same satisfaction 
as a horizontal layout. 

If plant layouts are to be kept tuned to 
a high level of efficiency, minor or major 
adjustment must often be made to them 
and facilities for moving plant should 
receive specific consideration. 

Electric power is one of the funda- 
mental processing aids. The amount 
available depends on the amount for 
which provision has been made in the 
supply and control gear and on what the 
internal circuits will carry. When the 
limits of these are reached, major changes 
are necessary in the supply equipment 
before expansion of production can take 


place. The electrical installation 
generally costs from 1/10th-1/5th of the 
whole cost of a factory and it is there- 
fore not an item which invites substan- 
tial renewal frequently. It should be 
planned at the outset for expansion on 
a long-term forecast. 

Waste removal and treatment resists 
generalisation, but it presents numerous 
potential embarrassments for the future 
which call for the most careful fore- 
thought possible. No real difficulties arise 
about wastes which only require trolleys 
of some kind for removal. The removal 
of dusts is not very difficult either, since 
they can be sucked into tube systems and 
generally go out overhead. 

Scrap which calls for conveyors to 
remove it can be somewhat more 
awkward because of the way these can 
interfere with the use of floor space, and 
because eventually they usually have to 
be taken out overhead or dropped below 
the floor to get to a processing point. 


Structural Factors 


The spans, the height and the load- 
bearing capacity of the factory structure 
all have parts to play in production. 

The problem in choosing spans is to 
ensure that the floor space is not inter- 
rupted so frequently by stanchions that 
it becomes difficult to lay out plant 
economically, for this can cut down the 
utilisation of floor space and prejudice

height adequate for crossover

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production efficiency. No studies appear 
ever to have been made which lead to 
clear recommendations, but it will be 
evident in principle that spans and the 
scale of the plant are related and also the 
degree of flexibility required. 

Spans are related to the cost of the 
structure, and for single-storey factories 
they commonly pass through an optimum 
somewhere between 20 ft. and 40 ft. For 
multi-storey factories the corresponding 
figures would be of the order of 15 ft.- 
30 ft. Increases of span do not usually 
result in sharp rises of cost, but the 
steepness of the rise generally goes up as 
the spans increase. 

The load-bearing capacity of the struc- 
ture has to be considered in order to 
carry any suspended plant, and for this 
reason production engineers should be in 
a position to indicate the types of load 
and plant which might reasonably be 
called for in their types of industry, so 
that designers can make the necessary 
provision. In multi-storey factories, of 
course, the floor structure will have 
to take both the supported loads above 
and the loads hung beneath. 

The simple facts of the matter are 
seemingly these: that the upper space is 
the proper location for service equipment, 
that heights between 12 ft. and 18 ft. 
offer the worst of both worlds, and that 
the choice of height is final. 

One of the evident trends today is 
towards products and plant which require 
some form of air conditioning. Factories 
which have had no provision for air 
treatment hitherto have often had to put 
in suitable plant, sometimes at much in- 
convenience. 

There is little doubt that control of 
the air in a factory is proving to be one 
of the major factors in production to 
modern standards, and that to have, or 
be able to have, it easily is going to be 
an important element in keeping a factory 
modern through the years. 

Fire protection in a factory is made up 
of a series of planning provisions, of struc- 
tural precautions, and alarms and extin- 
guishing equipment. The protection re- 
quired will usually consist of one or a 
combination of these methods scaled 
according to the size of the building, the 
nature and extent of its contents and the 
number of occupants. 

In the development of a site, three par- 
ticular factors call for consideration. 
Access roads must be suitable for fire- 
fighting equipment to get to all necessary 
positions, there must be adequate access 
to the interior of each building, and 
there must be space enough between 
buildings to limit the spread of fire.

Breach of Contract 
Important High Court Ruling 


From a Legal Correspondent 


A CASE of considerable interest to 
builders was recently decided in the High 
Court and is reported as Diamond v. 
Campbell-Jones. The plaintiff, who was 
actively engaged in building new 
premises, developing estates and conver- 
sion of old houses into flats, carried out 
works of repair and conversion either by 
himself or through sub-contractors. In 
fact he controlled a building company 
employing about 100 men who were 
engaged upon his own and government 
work. 

When the defendants broke their con- 
tract to sell to him for £6,000 a leasehold 
interest until 2003 on No. 44 Green-st., 
London, W1, a question arose as to the 
measure of damages payable, having 
regard to the fact that the plaintiff was 
a ‘professional converter of town 
houses.” 


Terms of the Lease 


It had been a term of the lease that 
the plaintiff would (a) clean down the 
external brickwork and repair and re- 
decorate the whole of the premises 
internally and externally; (b) carry out 


the appropriate works for the conversion 
of the ground floor and basement into 
self-contained office accommodation, and 
the remainder of premises into one self- 
contained maisonette in accordance with 
plans approved; (c) carry out such 
sanitary works as may be necessary, 
having regard in particular to such male 
and female staff as may be employed in 
the ground floor office. 

It would have been in accordance 
with a Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government decision that the ground 
floor should have been used for office use 
(there was a conditional consent until 
1970) and there was an implied indica- 
tion in the letter that ‘ multiple residen- 
tial use’ would be granted. It was also 
clear that a covenant in the lease with 
the Grosvenor Estate could be modified 
by agreement to allow the 4 top floors 
to be used as 2 self-contained maison 
ettes. 

On the question of compensation the 
court decided that the award should be 
made on the basis of the difference be- 
tween the purchase price and the market 
price which amounted to £8,500. The 
market value of the property at the 


River Pollution 
Important Changes in Law Advised 


IMPORTANT changes in the law relating to 
the discharge of effluents into rivers and 
sewers are suggested in the final report 
of the Trade Effluents Sub-committee of 
the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government's Central Advisory Water 
Committee, published recently by HSMO 
(price 3s. 6d.). 

The sub-committee, which sat under 
the chairmanship of Sir Frederick Armer, 
included representatives of local authori- 
ties, river boards, and industrial con- 
cerns. Oral evidence was taken from 
nearly 100 witnesses and written evidence 
from 58 bodies. 

The report finds that the law* deals 
less than adequately with existing dis- 
charges: because, while making it a 
criminal offence to discharge a polluting 
effluent it does not define pollution. 
[Instead, there is a power to make by-laws 
fixing standards with which effluents must 
comply. But no such by-laws have yet 
been made—and the sub-committee, con- 
sidering the great and increasing variety 
of effluents, doubts whether any code 
could be made which would provide com- 
plete control and justice all round.] 

As an alternative to a general standard 
or definition, which it thought imprac- 
ticable, the sub-committee recommends 
that each discharge should be judged indi- 
vidually, on its merits (as new discharges 

* The law is contained in the Rivers (Pre- 
vention of Pollution) Act, 1951, existing dis- 


charges are effluents already in existence 
when the Act was passed. 


are dealt with at present under the 1951] 
Act), and that for that purpose dis- 
chargers should be required to seek from 
their river board permission to continue 
their discharges. The board should have 
power to grant permission subject to con- 
ditions. 

The report recommends that applica- 
tion for permission should be compul- 
sory within one year of the passing of 
the necessary amending legislation; that 
an applicant should be allowed to con- 
tinue discharging while the application 
was being considered; and that there 
should be a right of appeal to the Minister 
against any conditions attached by a 
river board to a permission. 


Trade Effluents to Sewers 


Alterations are suggested also in the 
Public Health (Drainage of Trade 
Premises) Act, 1937. The sub-committee’s 
objective here is to enable local authori- 
ties to vary: 


(a) Existing charges on ‘exempted 
effluents ’ (i.e., effluents being discharged 
during the 12 months before March 3, 
1937), save where they are fixed by con- 
tracts. There would be a right of appeal 
to the Minister against the variation. 


(b) Conditions imposed under the 1937 
Act—again with the exception of condi- 
tions forming part of a contract and again 
subject to a right of appeal to the Minister 
against the proposed variation. 
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relevant date was £14,500. The plaintiff 
unsuccessfully claimed that the damages 
should be measured by the profit 
obtained by converting the property. 

In reaching their decision the court 
had regard to the fact that the plaintiff 
had thought of disposing of the property 
without doing works of conversion at a 
satisfactory profit. He thought that it 
might have been used by an embassy or 
company for prestige value as an address 
for a senior executive. Conversion was 
only one method of realising his bargain. 

Following the rules in the case of 
Hadley v. Baxendale, the special circum- 
stances of the case must be known to 
both parties if the damages resulting 
from them were to be allowed. In this 
case the defendant did not appreciate 
that the plaintiff was a professional con- 
verter of houses likely to carry out works 
of conversion himself. It did not there- 
fore follow that the plaintiff must recover 
damages by reference to the profit obtain- 
able by converting the property. He did 
not know that the plaintiff was likely to 
carry out the conversion himself. 


Lightweight Concrete 
Development for Structural Use 


A cuBIC FOOT of ordinary concrete weighs 
about 150 Ib., but by using a suitable 
lightweight aggregate its weight can be 
reduced to nearly two-thirds of this, 
while still providing enough strength for 
the concrete to be used structurally and 
at the same time improving its thermal 
insulation value. 

Although lightweight aggregates have 
been used for structural concrete for 
some years in the USA and on the Con- 
tinent, there have remained important 
gaps in the engineer’s knowledge of the 
behaviour of this type of concrete. In 
the last three or four years, however, 
there has been growing interest and active 
investigation into this subject in this 
country. 


University’s Investigation 


At a recent meeting of the Reinforced 
Concrete Association, R. H. Evans, Pro- 
fessor of Civil Engineering at Leeds Uni- 
versity, and T. R. Hardwick, presented 
a paper summarising a programme of 
investigation which has been carried out 
at the University on one of the light- 
weight aggregates, a sintered clay known 
commercially as Aglite. Their conclusions 
were that not only was this material suit- 
able for reinforced and prestressed con- 
crete, but with certain minor reservations 
which could be allowed for in design, 
maximum permissible design stresses 
should be the same as those allowed in 
the Code of Practice for reinforced con- 
crete made with natural aggregates. 

During the discussion following the 
presentation of the paper, several 
engineers said that Aglite had been used 
successfully in structures they had 
designed. Mr. Alan Grant, partner of 
Leonard and Grant, stated that his firm 
was going to use Aglite concrete for the 
structure of the upper 27 storeys in a 30- 
storey block soon to be erected in Man- 
chester.

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Developments in House Heating 
The Importance of Insulation 


COMMENTS on the heating of houses in 
the United States were made by Mr. 
RICHARD EVE, BARCH, ARIBA, in an address 
to the Housing Centre on February 23. 
Mr. Eve is a Canadian who has worked 
on the Building Research Station’s heat- 
ing project at Abbots Langley and with 
the Hertfordshire County Council. 


‘When I was sent to the USA on the 
District Heating Commission,’ said the 
speaker, ‘I told people there that 
the British do not want to be warm. Heat- 
ing in this country is not a matter of life 
and death, it does not enjoy the same 
status as in a colder climate where it is 
essential. In Britain there is a tendency 
to resist expenditure on heating.’ 


Mr. Eve said that the new approach to 
heating started with Post-War Building 
Study No. 19, ‘ Heating and Ventilation 
of Dwellings.’ The BRS trials at Abbots 
Langley showed the value of insulation 
for keeping warmth in the house and the 
importance of having well-fitting doors 
and windows. Today we were still using 
standard wood and metal windows and 
it was found cheaper to make them fit 
loosely and leave the gaps to be filled 
with weather stripping to make them fit 
accurately. 

Then there was Dufton’s work on the 
heating of a breakfast room. Lining the 
walls with panelling was found to cut the 
heating-up time enormously. If we were 
to have comfortable conditions in the 
house without using a vast amount of 


fuel, then there must be controllability 
and quick heating-up time, i.e. a short 
thermal lag. Mr. Eve observed that the 
BRS statements of what could be done 
to reduce thermal lag were discouraging. 
It seemed that if a house was built on a 
concrete slab with normal interior par- 
titions, the chances of reducing thermal 
lag were slim, but under speci i condi- 
tions remarkable results could’ be 
achieved. In a recent experiment a room 
with four glass walls had been recon- 
structed and panel heating installed. 
Here the response was enormously fast; 
the sun got through quickly and in winter 
one could sit in the room in comfort with 
the walls open. If the room -had been 
surrounded with stone slabbing the con- 
ditions would have been even better. 


A further step was to build a house 
on sleeper walls six feet apart, with alu- 
minium foil reinforced with wood wool 
and concrete screed slab to take the coils. 
This would give an even shorter thermal 
lag. 


Light-Weight Walls 


We must now aim, he continued, at 
the development of materials for lighter 
walls which would require shorter heat- 
ing-up time. Proposals had been made 
for blocking-out plaster board, but there 
was always the danger of it suffering 
damage from a sudden impact, especially 
in a house where there were children. 
There was also the possibility of using 


Purchase of Land by Local Authorities 


AMC Seek Information on Current Prices 


BOROUGH COUNCILS are being asked by the 
town planning committee of the Assoc- 
ciation of Municipal Corporations for in- 
formation on the effect of the Town and 
Country Pianning Act, 1959, upon the 
purchase price of land acquired by local 
authorities, writes a correspondent. 


This follows a letter from Rowley Regis 
council expressing the view that while 
the Act was bound to bring about sub- 
stantial increases figures now indicate an 
utterly unreasonable increase. The 
council say that if the Act is to be simi- 
larly interpreted generally the purchase 
of land by local authorities for housing 
purposes will become almost impractic- 
able. 


The town clerk states: 
the matter are as follows: In 1955 my 
Council made a compulsory purchase 
order on approximately 20 acres of land 
in the borough for housing purposes. The 
order was successfully resisted by the 
owners and the order was not con- 
firmed. At that time the District Valuer’s 
figure for the land was some £6,000. 


‘Within the last few weeks the land 
has been advertised for sale by the 
owners and the council understandably 
enough decided again to impose a com- 
pulsory purchase order. 


* The facts of 


‘Upon obtaining the district valuer’s 
figure preparatory to making a second 
compulsory purchase order, the figure 
was found to have been increased to 
£43,000 and the report indicated that in 
all probability if the owners took the 
matter to arbitration an even higher sum 
might well be awarded, possibly as much 
as £60,000. 


‘When it is appreciated that the land 
in question is quite undeveloped and will 
require substantial levelling before hous- 
ing operations can commence, it will be 
seen that the total cost would be such 
as to make the price of a house on this 
site almost prohibitive. 


‘The council imagines that similar 
instances will arise frequently and hopes 
that perhaps the Association might be 
prepared, on acquiring sufficient evidence 
of this nature, to take some steps to 
secure an amendment of the Act to bring 


the prices down to a more reasonable 
level.’ 


Incidentally, the grounds for resisting 
the original compulsory purchase order 
were that the owners wished to develop 
the land themselves for housing purposes, 
and the fact that they now advertise the 
land for sale to the highest bidder has 
somewhat irritated the council. 
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timber for the first floor, since this mate- 
rial had high insulating properties and 
a short heating-up time. Plaster lath 
with fibre glass was also found suitable 
for bedrooms. 


The cheapest of all heating methods 
was still the pre-war standard of the open 
fire with back boiler, but with better 
ireulation and possibly one _ radiator. 
Various clever devices which involved 
more than one heating system were found 
not to pay. It seemed, therefore, de- 
clared Mr. Eve, that we should now be 
thinking in terms of some form of central 
heating. He disliked high temperature 
radiants of all kinds, particularly because 
of the safety factor, but also because 
some form of central heating was also 
needed. Paraffin radiants should certainly 
have no place in the house. 


As far as the relative cost of the differ- 
ent fuels was concerned, oil and solid fuel 
were competitive and he considered cen- 
tral heating by either oil or solid fuel 
to be the most cconomical way of pro- 
viding the standard of comfort which 
should be aimed at. Gas and electricity 
were more expensive. It was possible to 
bring the cost of heating by gas and elec- 
tricity within a comparable range if only 
intermittent heating was required; but 
when a house was fully occupied and a 
reasonable standard of heating was neces- 
sary, then oil or solid fuel was preferable. 


Various features were now contributing 
to bringing central heating fired by either 
oil or solid fuel within the range of possi- 
bility for the average home. The new 
drills for cutting a way through without 
the need for a lot of making good helped 
to reduce capital costs. Packaged boilers, 
pre-tested and ready for installation, were 
now obtainable and there were rumours 
that complete heating systems made up 
to the size required might soon be on 
the market. Since the heating trials 
lighter radiators had come into use and 


solid fuel boilers had been greatly 
improved.

Breach of Safety Regulations 


Firm’s Witness Alleges Malicious Damage 


A WITNESS for a firm of building contrac- 
tors, who were accused at Clerkenwell 
Magistrates Court, on April 5, of having 
a defective lamv on a building site, sug- 
gested that someone had maliciously 
damaged the lamp and told factory inspec- 
tors about it. 

The witness, MR. KENNETH EDWARD 
MOTTRAM, a site agent, of 84 Darcy-road, 
SW16, said that someone must have 
deliberately damaged the lamp. ‘For an 
inspector to find his way down to that 
basement and pick out one particular 
lamp is one of the reasons why I insisted 
on this case being brought to court,’ he 
said. 

The firm, F. G. Minter Ltd., of 4 
Buckingham-gate, SW1, were accused of, 
on August 4, 1959, on a site being built 
up for the BBC at 10-22 Portland-place, 
W1, under the Factories Act, of ‘ having a 
cap screw lamp which was not covered 
with insulating material, thereby causing 
danger.’ 

The firm was fined £10 with £15 15s. 
costs. 


MR. ARTHUR SMITH CARR, a Factory In- 
spector, said he visited the building site 
and inspected various parts including the 
sub-basement. There he found about six 
100-watt lamps which he examined. He 
said two of them had been broken and 
taped up with insulating tape. The make- 
shift lamp holder on one of the lamps did 
not comply with regulations. ‘A proper 
type of lamp holder should have been 
fitted,’ he said. 

MR. JOHN CARTER, an electrician working 
at the site, of 5, Mount Pleasant, Wem- 
bley, said he was called to the site about 
the holder, but said he had not fitted 
these particular lamvs. He said the lamp 
had been wrongly fixed. ‘ The bakelite 
protecting the negative side of the holder 
was broken,’ he said. ‘I always test 
these holders after they have been fitted 
—it is something every electrician should 
do.’ 

MR. R. BRAITHWAITE, defending, said on 
this site some people had nothing better 
to do than steal materials and commit 
damage. He suggested that someone had

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—The Australian Stevedor- 
ing Industry Authority architect has pro- 
posed a plan to build arches of 
corrugated shell-concrete over berthing 
positions at wharves. The arches are 
intended for wharves which extend out- 
wards, as distinct from quay-type 
wharves where ships lie parallel to the 
shore. Each arch would extend from 
wharf to wharf, the span providing cover 
for two berthing positions. The 350 ft. 
span would rise 170 ft. above the water. 
Thickness of the crest wuld be about 
3 ft. and the trough o: » arch about 
6 in. Engineering estimates place the 
cost at approximately £A150,000 for each 
span. 

AUSTRALIA (QUEENSLAND).—Plans are 
being completed for a Japanese organisa- 
tion to co-operate with an Australian 
firm in developing the rich Kianga coal- 
field in Queensland. The Mitsui Mining 
Company and associated firms in Japan 
hope to form a new mining company with 
the Australian civil engineering firm of 
Thiess Bros. The United Press Inter- 
national says the agreement is now await- 
ing the formal approval of the Japanese 
and Australian authorities. Earlier plans 
announced for the development of the 
Kianga field provide for a railway line of 
100 miles to the port of Gladstone. 


CANADA.—The Ontario Hydro Electric 
have announced the construction of a 
$182m. development project for the far 
north. Construction involves three new 
generating stations. ... Permission is 
being sought by Warner Holding Ltd., of 
Calgary, to construct a 39-unit $2m. 
shopping centre at Lethbridge, Alta... . 
The Department of Public Works, 
Ontario, has called for tenders for the 
construction of a multi-million dollar 
clinical services building at Port Arthur. 


tNDIA. — The National Co-operative 
Development and Warehousing Board is 
to set up cold storage plants in Bombay, 
Mysore, the Punjab and West Bengal.
